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‘ AMERICA AND REVIVALS 


No one familiar with American his- 
tory will minimize the place that evan- 
gelism, great moral awakenings and 
high spiritual tides have occupied in 
the growth and development of the 
United States. 


A religious revival is frequently a 
national necessity. It comes just in 
time to save a nation from disaster. 
This was true of Nineveh in the days of 
Jonah. It was also true of England un- 
der the impact of the Wesleyan revival. 
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Great revivals of supernatural reli- 
gion have often resulted in social and 
political reconstruction. They have sol- 
| ved problems for which, humanly speak- 
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ual life, came to the new world for the 
purpose of enjoying a fuller expression 
of the divine power they had come to Change of Address: 
possess through the Puritan awakening. 
Thus the American Republic was born 
in a revival atmosphere. 
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Free government became the crystal- 
ized expression of the spiritual liberty 
which the early Americans enjoyed in 
their souls. 

Persons possessing discernment 
know, in the light of past experience, 
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HO SUGGESTED the combination 

of Stars and Stripes which make 
Old Glory the most beautiful banner in 
all the world? 


Nothing really authentic on this sub- 
ject is known. Various ideas have been 
suggested. 


Some writers claim that they were 
taken from George Washington’s coat 
of arms. Others think that the Stripes 
were taken from the thirteen Stripes in 
the banner of the Philadelphia Troop 
of Lighthorse. 


But we do know that the first flag on 
which this combination appeared was 
made by Betsy Ross, who kept an up- 
holstery shop in her little home located 
at 239 Arch Street ... Philadelphia — 
a place of great interest to visitors down 
to the present hour. That was the birth- 
place of Old Glory. 


The new flag of the United States was 
flown the first time in battle at Fort 
Stanwix, renamed Schuyler, where 
Rome, New York now stands. 


During the first two years of the Re- 
volutionary War, all kinds of battle 
flags were carried on land and sea. 
Some of the designs were serious, while 
others were comic. 


One of the most peculiar emblems 
used during that period was the Rattle- 
snake. The motto printed beneath the 
coiled reptile was, “Don’t Tread On 


Me.” 


Another favorite device was a Pine 
Tree, of which several varieties were 
shown. These frequently appeared in 
the early stages of the Revolution. 


The first flag to display thirteen 
Stripes but having, in place of the 
Stars, the crosses of St. George and St. 
Andrew, was known as the Great Union 
Flag, hoisted over the American camp 
of Cambridge in the year 1776. The de- 
sign came very near being the same on 
the Star Spangled Banner. 


It is peculiar that two trees are close- 
ly associated with the history of our 
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THE STORY

flag. First, the Pine Tree which, as ex- 
plained, was used on some of the earlier 
flags. This device also appeared on sil- 
ver coins of the Massachusetts Colony 
as early as 1650. 


The second tree, and one far more 
important, was Liberty Tree. This was 
a grand old elm, standing in a grove on 
what is now Washington and Essex 
Streets, Boston. Its location is at pres- 
ent marked by a building on the front 
of which is a bas-relief of the tree, with 
the words “Liberty Tree.” 


The branches of this historic tree 
served as a canopy for many patriotic 
meetings. 


On November 3, 1773, Boston citi- 
zens assembled there to consider reso- 
lutions prohibiting the consignees of 
cargoes of tea from selling the product 
on American soil. 


A ship was then approaching the har- 
bor. The proposed resolution provided 
that the cargoes be promptly returned 
to London. The demands of the colon- 
ists were ignored, and this resulted in 
the famous “Boston Tea Party,” which 
took place December 6, 1773, when 
hundreds of chests of tea were cast into 
the bay. 


In 1777, by resolution of the Consti- 
tutional Congress, it was provided that 
the Flag of the United States be thirteen 
horizontal Stripes, alternate red and 
white, and that the union have thirteen 
Stars. 


In 1794, after two States had been 
admitted into the Union, Congress re- 
vised the plan so that the Stripes and 
Stars should be fifteen each. 


But as the number of States in- 
creased, it became necessary to again 
change this law, and in 1818 a resolu- 
tion was presented to the House of Rep- 
resentatives providing that the flag be 
thirteen Stripes, that the union have 
twenty Stars, and on the admission of a 
new state, one Star be added. 


This became a law on April 4, 1819, 





when the bill was signed by President 
Monroe. 

Since that time, whenever a new 
State is admitted, the Stars in the union 
are slightly rearranged so as to accom- 
modate one more. 


The thirteen Stripes will, in all prob- 
ability, forever remain the same, thus 
perpetuating the memory of those thir- 
teen original States upon which this 
great Republic was founded. 


When the Stars were added to the 
thirteen Stripes, there was a prolonged 
dispute as to the proper arrangement. 
Captain Samuel C. Reid, commander 
of the famous privateer, “General Arm- 
strong,” was invited to suggest a design. 


He recommended that the Stars be 
formed into one large five-pointed star, 
symbolizing the national motto, E Plur- 
ibus Unum, and that a Star be added 
for each new state. 


This was soon found to be impracti- 
cal. As the number of states increased, 
the individual Stars composing the one 
large Star would be so small as to be- 
come almost indistinguishable. 


The plan of arranging them in paral- 
lel rows was then adopted, and this ar- 
rangement has continued ever since. 


The fate of the first Flag made under 
the Act of Congress in 1777 is shrouded 
in mystery. Historians do not know 
whether it was ever raised in defense of 
American liberty. This is one of several 
important events in American history 
that have never been made clear. 


Briefly, this is the story of the evo- 
lution of Old Glory, which is now the 
emblem of the greatest Nation in the 
world. It stands for Civil Liberty and 
Justice ... and wherever unfurled, it 
waves unconquerable. 


As this article is being written, it 
appears another Star may soon be add- 
ed to the 48 which already grace Old 
Glory. In fact, there are some who say 
there will be yet a 50th Star in the near 
future. But only time will confirm or 
deny these rumors. 
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THE LEAVEN OF 
THE PHARISEES 


GERALD B. WINROD, D.D.

R. ERNEST GORDON rendered an 

incomparable service in 1926 when 
he published his book, “The Leaven of 
the Sadducees,” which is a tremendous 
indictment and exposure of Modernism. 
In it he turns loose a barrage of facts 
and statistics which cannot be refuted. 


He gives instance after instance 
where denominational schools and 
churches have been built up by evangel- 
ical Christians only to be filched, ravag- 
ed and demolished by modernistic 
teaching and methods. 


Mr. Gordon lives in New England 
and writes with a conservatism that 
gives strength and force to his expos- 
ures. He has built up a case against the 
modernists which they have been un- 
able to break down for the reason that 
his arguments are unanswerable. His 
book has been heralded by militant 
evangelical leaders as one of the most 
valuable volumes written in modern 
times. 


Pharisees 


But what shall we say of the leaven 
of the Pharisees? 


Remember, when Jesus used this 
phrase, He referred to both “the leaven 
of the Pharisees and of the Sadducees.” 
The Sadducees were the heretics and 
the Pharisees were the hypocrites. 


When Paul was arrested and called 
before the Sanhedrin, we read that he 
commended himself to that body as a 
man who had “lived in all good con- 
science before God.” The High Priest 
Ananias commanded that Paul should 
be smitten in the mouth for the state- 
ment which he made in his own defense. 


While Paul was suffering from the 
sting of the embarrassment and the 
pain of the blow, he shouted back to 
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the High Priest, “God shall smite thee, 
thou whited wall.” Gaining his poise a 
moment later, Paul apologized for his 
bold outburst of speech. 


After briefly studying the Sanhedrin 
with a careful eye, he realized that the 
body was made up of both Pharisees 
and Sadducees. Instantly he dropped a 
bomb that blew the dignified tribunal 
into shreds. 


Like a flash he took sides with the 
Pharisees and shouted, “Men and breth- 
ren, I am a Pharisee, the son of a Phar- 
isee: of the hope and resurrection of 
the dead I am called in question.” 


Paul, of course, gained favor with 
the Pharisees who believed in the resur- 
rection and brought on himself the 
wrath of the heretical Sadducees, who 
did not believe in the resurrection. It 
was like tying the tails of two tom cats 
together. The two opposing bodies 
broke up the meeting and Paul escaped. 


The Pharisees were astonishingly 
powerful in ancient Jewry. They made 
the synagogue a permanent and wide- 
spread institution in Jewish life. They 
also organized a system of elementary 
religious instruction. 


There were two schools of Phari- 
sean thought. One, that of Hillel and 
the other of Shammai. 


When Jesus said, “Beware of the lea- 
ven of the Pharisees and of the Saddu- 
cees,” he was addressing His powerful 
polemic against both the formalism of 
the Pharisees, and the heretical teach- 
ings of the Sadducees. 

In other words, He catalogued the 


religious leaders of His day, who taught 
an empty formalism, who strained over 
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hairsplitting points of doctrine, who 
argued about minor theological inter- 
pretations, who lived only in the letter 
of the law — Jesus placed this group 
on the same level with the exponents of 
Modernism, and lashed them both with 
His powerful denunciation. 


He knew that the hairsplitting Phar- 
isees were as blinded to spiritual values 
as the modernists, even though they did 
have a sound doctrinal statement. 


A Parallel 


When Jesus applied the term “lea- 
ven” to the Pharisees and the Saddu- 
cees, He was using a tremendous meta- 
phor. We are familiar with the pro- 
verbial saying, “A little leaven leaven- 
eth the whole lump.” In this respect 
leaven is emblematic of moral influence, 
good or bad, and represents the rapid 
spread of that influence. 


Leaven is generally taken to repre- 
sent wickedness in the Scriptures, 
though there are a few exceptions. It is 
generally described as a poison which 
works and moves and seeps through a 
lump. 

Jesus here refers to two destructive 
poisons which were leavening the lump 
of Jewish thought. 


On the one hand, there was a mo- 
dernistic leaven, and on the other hand 
there was a cold, chilling, icy leaven. 
One is pictured as being as destructive 
as the other. 


Strange enough, in our day we find 
history moving in cycles. History re- 
peats itself. 


The Church of Jesus Christ has be- 
come susceptible to both kinds of lea- 
ven during the last few years. 


On the one hand we have a bold, bla- 
tant, vicious, heretical Modernism that 
promotes doubt and brings into ques- 
tion every basic principle of the Chris- 
tian religion. 


On the other hand, there is growing 
rapidly in religious circles a cold, icy, 
dogmatic, bitter formalism which is 
equally paralyzing. 


As we study conditions, there are 
many evidences to the effect that these 
two kinds of leaven are working in par- 
allel, the same as in the day of Christ. 


The Pharisees had added several hun- 
dred rules to the decalogue; so many, 
in fact, that it was humanly impossible

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to observe them all. There is no place 
to stop when one allows himself to be- 
gin splitting hairs in theological legal- 
ism. 


Shibboleth 


In the twelfth chapter of Judges we 
read of a battle which was raging be- 
tween the Gileadites and the Ephraim- 
ites. The soldiers of Gilead defeated 
the soldiers of Ephraim. Finally the 
Gileadites, with a master stroke of stra- 
tegy, took up positions at all the pas- 
sages in the valley of the river Jordan. 


Many of the Ephraimite soldiers es- 
caped and could not be taken as prison- 
ers. Coming up the river Jordan, they 
had to pass by the men of Gilead, who 
held the fortified positions along the 
river. 


As the Ephraimites came marching 
by, the Gileadites asked each man, “Art 
thou an Ephraimite?” To avoid being 
captured, the Ephraimites all said, “No” 
but the Gileadites put the Ephraimites 
to a rigid test. They had a unique and 
crude way of determining whether or 
not they were telling the truth. 


The Gileadites said to the Ephraim- 
ites, “Now say ‘SHibboleth’.” The 
Ephraimites answered and said, “SI- 


Boleth.” 


The Gileadites knew that it was im- 
possible for an Ephraimite to frame the 
word “Shibboleth” correctly with his 
lips. He could not say “Sh.” He could 
say “Si,” but he could not say “Sh.” 


Because the Ephraimites could not 
say “Shibboleth,” 42-thousand of them 
were slaughtered on the spot. 


During the last few years there has 
been a growing tendency in religious 
circles to slaughter brethren for not 
pronouncing “Shibboleth” exactly as 
other religious leaders have thought it 
should be pronounced. 


“Beware of the leaven of the Phari- 
sees.” 


How many religious organizations 
have been disrupted! How many 
churches have been torn to pieces! How 
many circles of leaders of evangelical 
thought have been upset! How many 
men have suffered because of hyper- 
critical attacks! 


How much hair splitting! How much 
bitterness! How much venom! How 
much mud slinging there has been in 
recent years due to the leaven of the 
Pharisees! Invariably when you find a 
man straining at a gnat, you will see 
him swallow a camel sooner or later! 


The question is not, “Do you sing out 
of my hymn book?” The question is 
not, “Do you pronounce Shibboleth 
correctly?” The question is not, “Do 








you subscribe to every tenet of my 
creed?” The question is not, “Are you 
identified with my sect?” The question 
is, “Have you been born again?” The 
question is, “Do you possess life eter- 
nal?” 


The church of Jesus Christ is an or- 
ganism, bound together with life, and 
we fellowship primarily in life and not 
on doctrine. If we are partakers of the 
same eternal life, bound together by 
the same Spirit of Christ, there should 
be no place, or time, in our ranks, for 
Phariseeism. 


Our creeds, doctrines and theology 
are not worth the paper they are writ- 
ten on except as they tend to produce 
Christian character and eternal life in 
the hearts of believers. 


The church is not builded upon a 
creed. The church is not builded upon 
a system of theology. The church is not 
builded upon a system of doctrine. The 
church is built upon the Person, and 
around the Person, and in the Person 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the exper- 
iencing of that Person in consciousness. 
The nearer to Christ you get, the small- 
er your theology becomes. 


If a man has experienced regenera- 
tion and has in him the life of Christ, 
he is my brother, and I will fellowship 
with him no matter how he pronounces 


“Shibboleth.” 


In recent years the lines have been 
drawn entirely too close among many 
men who share the evangelical position. 
The result is, men who should stand for 
the pure Gospel of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who should meet the attacks of 
Satan with an organized front, who 
should demonstrate a big, whole-heart- 
ed, loving, sympathetic, magnanimous 
spirit one for another, are chopped up 
into cliques and clans, isms and spasms 
and are dominated, in too many instan- 
ces, by an egotistical bigotry that makes 
fellowship as pleasant among the breth- 
ren as fellowship among porcupines. 


A Difficult Problem 


We are not unmindful of the fact 
that it is difficult to always know where 
to draw the lines. Within the bounds 
of evangelical testimony, during the 
last few years, it is true that there have 
crept certain questionable teachings 
which have had to be dealt with. 


Believing that some of the more re- 
cent movements have not had a Scrip- 
tural basis, not a few religious leaders 
have felt called upon to smite them 
openly. These leaders have felt that 
open exposure was the best remedy. 
And no doubt some of the discussions 
have been justified by the false interpre- 
tations placed upon certain passages of 
Scripture by zealots, who have exalted 
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The Modernist Says: 

“The Bible is not. supernaturally 
inspired. Genesis is a lie. Evolution 
is true, Christ’s blood means nothing. 
Jesus Christ was not Virgin born. He 
did not resurrect from the dead.” 
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Bob aera Said: 


“The Bible is not supernaturally 
inspired. Genesis is alie. Evolution 
is true. Christ’s blood means nothing. 
Jesus Christ was not Vitgin born. He 
did not resurrect from the dead.” 








one or two doctrines above other im- 
portant doctrines. 


But even under these circumstances, 
sometimes it is not nearly as urgent to 
expose what seems to be erroneous 
teachings as it appears at first glance. 


It is generally our experience that 
false teaching automatically isolates it- 
self. This has been true with one type 
of questionable teaching, which literally 
scores of evangelical leaders have unit- 
ed in attacking during recent years. 


Had they waited, they would have 
found that the teaching was doomed to 
fall by its own weight, and that the dis- 
ease would automatically isolate itself. 


Remember the words of the great Ga- 
maliel: “Take heed to yourselves . 
for if this counsel of the work be of 
men, it will come to naught: but if it be 
of God, ye cannot overthrow it.” 





In any event, it is a rare circum- 
stance where it is actually necessary for 
one religious leader to attack another. 
It often brings temporary delight to a 
man when he can openly smash the man 
with whom he may not agree, but it is 
seldom warranted by the facts, and the 
deed invariably reacts against the cause 
of Christ, when considered as a whole. 


Men should discuss principles as 
nearly as possible and not personalities. 
Moreover, let it be remembered that 
no man is justified in exalting himself 
to the position of judgment over other 
men. 


There is one Judge and when a reli- 
gious leader deliberately places himself 
in the seat of judgment, he is on very 
dangerous ground. 


The admonition is, “Judge nothing 
before the time.” The “time” is the 
Judgment Seat of Christ! 
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A TRAGIC 


LITTLE FAMILY 


*In my missionary work I have come 
across the tragic situation of a family 
that lives in a dark, most unsanitary 
and extremely poor room,” writes our 
Gospel worker Emanuel. “It is the fam- 
ily of Christos Vanvakas. As soon as 
one enters this little room, he is almost 
overcome by the heavy foul odor 
caused by so many people living in such 
a cramped space. One wonders how 
people manage to live under such con- 
ditions. There is hardly any furniture 
in the room. On an extremely old and 
dilapidated bed with covers that are 
nothing but rags were 4 little children 
from 6 years old to only 5 months. The 
two girls were suffering from the flu 
and the two boys had incipient tuber- 
culosis. The mother suffers from a 
heart ailment although she is only 28. 
The father gets only occasional jobs of 
work for the city. 


“The tragic thing about it is that 
when the father does get together the 
$10 a month rent, it leaves nothing for 
food and they just go hungry. The 
neighbors, who themselves are very 
poor, feel so sorry for this family that 
they give them a little bread and other 
food as they can, and thus they manage 
to keep alive. I felt so terribly sorry for 
them that my heart ached. It was ter- 
rible to listen to these children cry and 
beg for a little more milk, an orange, 
etc. When I gave them a little help, 
the eyes of the poor mother filled with 
tears. I spoke to them about the love 
of God, and comforted and encouraged 
them all I could. As I left, I prayed 
that God would have mercy on these 
people. May the Lord lead any who 
read this letter to show the love of 
Christ to this desperately needy family.” 


It is indeed tragic that such condi- 
tions exist in the world today. We feel 
that they constitute a challenge to our 
Christian conscience. For only $6 we can 
send a 22-lb. clothing package to this 
family; $1 will provide 22 Ibs. of U.S.

The Archko Volume 





The Defender Reviews a Book from the Past 














Editor’s Note: If the records translated and reproduced in “The 
Archko Volume” are true, then without question, it becomes one of the 
most important and valuable books in existence today. As far as can 
be learned, the authenticity of the documents has never been questioned. 
Some writers have confessed to a feeling of awe while reading them. 
Many have asked questions. Others have expressed amazement, but no 
attempt has been made to disprove them. 


HE MAN responsible for the exist- 
ence of “The Archko Volume” was 
careful to explain exactly how the re- 
cords were discovered. His name was 
Rev. W. D. Mahan, Pastor of a Metho- 
dist Church in the village of DeWitt, 


Missouri. 


The story begins very early in the 
spring of 1856. A heavy snow had 
fallen. Much of the state was blanketed 
with ice and sleet. There was a knock 
at the door of the Pastor’s cottage. 


DeWitt had no hotel accommoda- 
tions and a party of travelers was snow- 
bound in the community. Mr. Mahan 
took a member of the group into his 
home — including a Mr. H. C. Whyda- 


man, from Europe. 


With this simple beginning, one of 
the most interesting stories ever written 
started to unravel. 
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The chain of events stemming from 
this source came to eventually include 

. a trip to Europe by Mr. Mahan who, 
in company with noted linguists and 
translators, visited libraries in Rome 
and Constantinople ... the locating of 
a series of old manuscripts ... and fi- 
nally the translation and publication of 
“Gamaliel’s Interview with Joseph and 
Mary Concerning Jesus” ... the “Re- 
port of Caiaphas to the Sanhedrin Con- 
cerning the Execution of Jesus” 
“Herod’s Defense Before the Roman 
Senate in Regard to His Conduct at 
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Bethlehem” ... “Jonathan’s Interview 
With the Bethlehem Shepherds” .. . and 
other old records, including a chain of 
priceless documents known as the “Hill- 
el Letters.” 


Whydaman remained several days in 
the home of the Pastor. They talked of 
many things — history, art, literature, 
travel, philosophy and _ religion. 


Years later, looking back upon the 
experience, Mr. Mahan wrote these 
words: 


“I found Mr. Whydaman to be freely 
communicative. During his stay, he told 
me he had spent five years in the Vati- 
can, where he saw a library containing 
560,000 volumes. 


“He told me that he had seen and 
read the records of Tiberius Caesar, 
and in what was called the ‘Acta Pilati’ 
— that is, the acts of Pilate — he had 
seen an account of the apprehension, 
trial and crucifixion of Jesus of Naza- 
reth; but said it did not add much to 
the commonly accepted teachings of 
Christianity. He told me he thought a 
transcript could be secured. 


“After Mr. Whydaman’s departure, I 
meditated upon what he had told me of 
those records, and thought that if a 
transcript could be obtained it would 
be very interesting, even if it did not 
add much to the present teachings of 
Christianity.” 

The Year 1883 found Mr. Mahan in 
Europe, doing the kind of research 
work for which his heart had yearned 
since 1856. He had succeeded in en- 
gaging the services of two scholars, emi- 
nently qualified for the task placed be- 
fore them. At that time, the magazine, 
Brunswicker, carried an editorial by a 


Dr. Rubin which stated: 
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“I saw, while in the Vatican at Rome 
last week, Dr. W. D. Mahan, of Boon- 
ville, Missouri, Drs. McIntosh and Twy- 
man of Scotland, with a number of 
clerks, both readers and scribes, going 
through these old manuscripts and 
scrolls that have been lying there for 
hundreds, yea, thousands of years; they 
seem to be men of great age and learn- 
ing, and well qualified for their busi- 
ness. 


“They were going next week to Con- 
stantinople to go through the records 
of the Sanhedrin and the ancient Tal- 
muds of the Jews. Their object is to 
bring out a new book as a supplement 
to ‘Acti Pilati.’ 

“I am satisfied, from the character 
of the men and the nature of the book, 
it will prove to be one of the most inter- 
esting books ever presented to the Chris- 
tian world, from the fact that all the 
works on archaeology have been writ- 
ten in such a style that but very few 
could read and understand them.” 


Mr. Mahan concluded his opening 
chapter of “The Archko Volume” with 
a sworn statement prepared by two 
Missouri attorneys... and notarized by 
the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cooper 
County, Missouri, attesting the truth- 
fulness of all statements made regard- 
ing the discovery of the records. 


The first edition of the book, duly 
copyrighted by Mr. Mahan, was pub- 
lished in 1887. The copyright was re- 
newed by the same owner in 1896. After 
Mr. Mahan’s death, ownership of the 
copyright was transferred to his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. J. M. Green. 


In 1945 Dr. Winrod, the founder of 
this publication, stated: “It was, as I 
recall, in the year 1922 that “The 
Archko Volume’ first came to my at- 
tention. The various reports contained 
therein made a lasting impression upon 
my mind. I happened to be passing 
through Boonville, Missouri in the sum- 
mer of 1926 and called at the home of 
Mrs. J. M. Green, daughter of the late 
Rev. Mahan. 


“She vouched for the veracity of her 
father’s writings. She told me many in- 
teresting things about his life and min- 
istry. He was beyond question a sincere 
Christian and loyal Gospel Preacher. 


“She showed me his original letters, 
written to the members of his family at 
home, while he was in Europe doing 
the research work that later found ex-

pression through the pages of this 
book.”

(THE REASONS given by Mr. Mahan 
for accepting the records as authent- 
ic are too numerous to be reproduced 
in this review. But a few of his deduc- 
tions demand consideration. He says: 


“Upon getting hold of this report of 
Pilate, I commenced to investigate this 
subject, and after many years of trial 
and the expenditure of considerable 
money, I found that there were many of 
such records still preserved at the Vati- 
can in Rome and at Constantinople, that 
had been carried there by the Emperor 
of Rome about the middle of the third 
century. I therefore procured the neces- 
sary assistance, and on September 21, 
1883, I set sail for those foreign lands 
to make the investigation in person.” 


No event of such importance as the 
death of Jesus of Nazareth could have 
transpired without some record being 
made of it in the courts, legislative halls 
and histories of the nations then in ex- 
istence — particularly the Roman Em- 
pire. 


Why had such historians as Philo, 
Tacitus, Quintilian and Josephus told 
us nothing, or so little about Jesus? 
This question puzzled Mr. Mahan ... 
but he eventually learned the answer. 


“I asked all the wise men and schol- 
ars I met, and they did not know. I 
wrote to many scholars in Europe, and 
they could not tell me. I went to our 
histories — Mosheim, Lardner, Stack- 
house and others. They gave me no 
satisfaction. 


“I thought to myself: Is it possible 
that the character of such men as the 
early Christians, and the wonderful ex- 
citement that they created in their day, 
could have been passed over and no 
records made of them? 


“Now the reader must remember that 
there never was anything that created 
so much excitement in the land of 
Judaea as the preaching of John the 





Baptist and Christ. The great Sanhed- 
rin legislated for the souls and bodies 
of men; that is, their religion and their 
politics were one and the same thing. 


“In the capitulation made with Au- 
gustus Caesar it was understood and 
agreed that the Jews were to pay a tax 
to the Romans, but the Romans were 
not to interfere with the Jewish religion. 
This took the executive power out of 
the hands of the Romans. This is the 
reason Jesus was sent to Pilate to be 
executed. 


“The Romans had to carry out and 
execute the decisions of the Jewish 
courts on all Jewish questions. This is 
the reason Herod Antipas was tried by 
the Roman Senate; he had executed 
John the Baptist without a trial. 


“Then we see why the Jews and Ro- 
mans worked together on all questions 
of law; hence the great excitement of 
both nations. This is the reason Pilate 
made his report to Caesar. 


“I say no event creating so much ex- 
citement could take place without more 
or less record being made of it; for if 
the Scripture is true — and I believe it 
is —- there never was a man on earth 
who had so many followers in so short 
a time. 


“Caiaphas says Jesus had been 
preaching three years, and he then had 
more followers than Abraham. This 
causes me to say again that if the New 
Testament records are true, then the 
historical items contained in this book 
must be true.” 


Dr. Rashi, of Paris, wrote during the 
twelfth century (Volume III, page 190), 
that in the formation of ancient librar- 
ies, there were men appointed to po- 
sitions of responsibility called baalic 
suphoths, which means “book compil- 
ers.” 


These offices were invariably filled 
by men of Jewish nationality. This was 
a trade of great importance demanding 
the best of scholarship. 


Mr. Mahan explains: “We find that 
the works of Philo were compiled by 
Pseudonymaus Joseph Ben Gorion, 
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Art Cloth, gilt back, 630 pages ... $3.50

a Pharisean doctor. 


“Josephus was compiled by Ekaba, 
another Jewish doctor, at the close of 
the second century; and so with all the 
historians who lived near the Christian 
era. 


“Josephus was published in book 
form by Havercamp, in Amsterdam, in 
1729. Now all Havercamp had to guide 
him was what Ben Gorion had said. So 
it was with Philo, which was put in 
book form by Mangey, in London, in 
1742; all he had was what Ekaba had 
pleased to compile of his works and, 
as there was deadly hatred between the 
Jews and Christians at that time, it is 
most reasonable to believe that those 
compilers would leave everything out 
that would favor the Christians. 


“It was to their own interest at that 
time to bury the name of Christ in eter- 
nal oblivion; and this is the reason that 
all the historians who lived and wrote 
in those days are made to say so very 
little about Christ or His followers.” 


Mr. Mahan says in consulting schol- 
ars, some suggested the possibility of 
monks forging manuscripts regarding 


Christ in the Middle Ages. 


“Now they may have forged some 
things to sustain their peculiar views 
and doctrines, something to sustain 
their church,” says Mr. Mahan, “but 
there is nothing in this book to sustain 
Catholicism, and if every word of it 
was forgotten it would add nothing to 
that Church more than to any other 
Church. 


“Then I remembered the Vatican li- 
brary was one of the most extensive in 
the world; it has cost millions of dol- 
lars. How did those forgers know that I 
or any other man would come there 
and pay them a few dollars to get a 
transcript of those records? It would 
certainly be a very poor speculation.”

(1) The Sketch of the Talmuds is 
rich in historical values. It explains 
things about the attitude of the Jews 
toward Christ which cannot otherwise 
be understood. It shows the relationship 
existing in those days between Roman 
law and Jewish law — both of which 
were flagrantly violated in the treatment 
which was accorded the Lord Jesus

Melker’s 
report, if true, gives additional infor- 
mation of incomparable value to all 
who worship the Lord Jesus Christ as 
Saviour. 


(4) Gamaliel, a member of the San- 
hedrin, was sent to interrogate Joseph 
and Mary in regard to the child Jesus. 
He describes both parents, but failed to 
see their Son.

All he thought of was himself. Mary is 
altogether a different character, and she 
is too noble to be the wife of such a 
man.

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forty-five years of age, abounds with a 
cheerful and happy spirit and is full of 
happy fancies.” This document contains 
Mary’s word-for-word report of the vir- 
gin birth of Christ. 


(5) The High Priest was compelled 
to give a report, and make a defense of 
the conduct of his office in shaping the 
events that led up to the execution of 


Christ. 


(6) The High Priest made damaging 
admissions in his statement to the San- 
hedrin regarding the resurrection. The 
New Testament record of the great de- 
ception perpetrated in trying to make 
it appear our Lord did not rise from 
the dead is here confirmed. 


(7) Pilate’s report to Caesar opens 
with these words: “Noble Sovereign, 
Greetings: The events of the last few 
days in my province have been of such 
a character that I will give the details 
in full as they occurred, as I should not 
be surprised if, in the course of time, 
they may change the destiny of our na- 
tion, for it seems of late that all the 
gods have ceased to be propitious. I am 
almost ready to say, Cursed be the day 
that I succeeded Vallerius Flaceus in 
the government of Judaea; for since 
then my life has been one of continual 
uneasiness and distress.” 


(8) For reasons previously explain- 
ed, Herod Antipater was compelled to 
make a report to the Roman Senate on 
his behavior in ordering the murder 
of innocent children at the time of 
Christ’s birth. He tells of “three strange, 
fantastic-looking men” calling at his 
palace enroute to Bethlehem. 


(9) Herod Antipas found it impos- 
sible to defend his conduct for having 
given the order which resulted in the 
beheading of John the Baptist. 


(10) Hillel was a noted educator of 
the Jews. His seven letters reflect the 
apex of intellectualism and educational 
advantages. They deal particularly with 
the relation of the leaders of his race 
to Jesus of Nazareth. They acquaint the 
reader with scores of events in the 
earth-life of our Lord which are not re- 
corded in the four Gospels.

THE FIRST PRAYER 
IN CONGRESS 











In Thatcher’s Military Journal, under 
date of December, 1777, is found a note 
containing the identical “First Prayer 
in Congress,” made by the Rev. J. 
Duche. 


O LORD our Heavenly Father, High 
and mighty King of kings, and Lord of 
Lords, Who dost from Thy throne be- 
hold all the dwellers on earth and reign- 
est with power supreme and uncontrol- 
led over all the Kingdoms, Empires and 
Governments;

[VE BEEN ASKED a thousand times 

if Jesus drank intoxicating liquor 
when He was upon earth, and I’ve been 
told another thousand times that any- 
body who is a teetotaler, or a total ab- 
stainer in the matter of alcoholic li- 
quors goes contrary to Jesus, both His 
teaching and His example. 


I have been reminded countless times 
that Paul wrote to Timothy, “Drink no 
longer water, but use a little wine for 
thy stomach’s sake and thine often in- 
firmities.” 


Whenever you speak about the evils 
of drinking alcoholic beverage, people 
remind you that Jesus performed the 
first miracle of His ministry by chang- 
ing water into wine at the wedding 
feast in Cana of Galilee. 


They also say, “Haven’t you read 
Luke 7:33-35, the words of Christ: ‘For 
John the Baptist came neither eating 
bread nor drinking wine; and ye say, 
He hath a devil. The Son of man is come 
eating and drinking; and ye say, Be- 
hold a gluttonous man, and a winebib- 
ber, a friend of publicans and sinners’!” 

I’ve read all these things and spent 
many hours studying the significance 
of these Scriptures. I believe that Christ 
went to many dinners and social affairs 
during His earthly ministry. 


Most Bible interpreters believe that 
quite likely He drank sparingly the 
light sour wine that was always served 
at the tables. It was the daily beverage 
of the Jews of that day. 


But it is difficult for anyone who 
knows Christ and His redemptive, re- 
generating purposes to believe that He 
ever became a slobbering inebriate, nor 
did He create anything that would make 
people lose their senses and become 
drunkards.

a blot upon the character of a grand old 
man, and I know also that the sin of 
Ham connected with it, and God’s curse 
that resulted, has been a blight on the 
races of the world to this day. 


The statement of Jesus concerning 
the contrast between Himself and John 
the Baptist is quite significant. One 
must study the whole story. 


The seventh chapter of Luke’s Gos- 
pel has a great deal to say about John 
the Baptist who was then in prison and 
slowly but surely fading out of the pic- 
ture as far as his influence upon Israel 
was concerned, and later was to be be- 


headed by Herod. 


Poor John in prison couldn’t under- 
stand why he, Christ’s forerunner, who 
had introduced the Messiah to the 
world, should be in such sad circumstan- 
ces, and John sent two of his disciples 
to Jesus, asking, “Art thou he that 
should come: or look we for another?” 


You see, John wanted definite word 
from Jesus whether or not He was the 
Messiah, for John had introduced Him 
as such; but in his trial and tribulation 
the Baptist was beginning to doubt 
whether this was the man or whether 
there should be another to come that 
would be the Messiah and would deliv- 
er His people. 


Jesus Versus John 


Jesus turned to the crowds and gave 
this challenging testimony. “What went 
ye out into the wilderness for to see? 
A reed shaken with the wind (that is, a 
weakling)?” Then He said, “Behold, 
they which are gorgeously appareled, 
and live delicately, are in kings’ courts. 


“But what went ye out for to see? 
A prophet? Yea, I say unto you, and 
much more than a prophet. This is he, 
of whom it is written, Behold, I send my 
messenger before thy face, which shall 
prepare thy way before thee.” 
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Jesus then asked, “Whereunto then 
shall I liken the men of this generation? 
and to what are they like? They are 
like unto children sitting in the market- 
place, and calling one to another, and 
saying, We have piped unto you, and 
ye have not danced; we have mourned 
to you, and ye have not wept.” 


That is to say, the people had not re- 
sponded to the ministry of John and 
were not now responding to the minis- 
try of Jesus. 


So the Lord said, “You didn’t like 
John, and you don’t like me. For John 
the Baptist came neither eating bread 
nor drinking wine; and ye say, He hath 
a devil. The Son of man is come eating 
and drinking; and ye say, Behold a 
gluttonous man, and a winebibber, a 
friend of publicans and sinners!” 


Pharisees Probably Lied 


Now whether this was true of Christ, 
or whether it was a lying statement of 
the Pharisees, we do not know. The rec- 
ord says that Christ often ate and drank 
with other men. 


Luke 5:29-30 tells how Matthew, af- 
ter he became Christ’s disciple, made 
a great feast at his house for his fellow 
publicans (tax-collectors). Christ was 
the guest of honor and the indignant 
Pharisees accused Him of eating and 
drinking with publicans and sinners. 


We must remember that John the 
Baptist was an ascetic; Jesus was not. 
Christ called Himself the Son of man, 
and identified himself with the whole 
human race. John belonged to the order 
of the Nazarites, an Old Testament sect 
whose members were not allowed to 
touch wine. 


The Nazarite vow included this state- 
ment: “He shall separate himself from 
wine and strong drink, and shall drink 
no vinegar of wine or vinegar of strong 
drink, neither shall he drink any liquor 
of grapes, nor eat moist grapes or 


dried.” 


Now Jesus was not a Nazarite. He 
is called the Nazarene, but that refers 
to the place where He lived, Nazareth. 


It has been popular the last few years 
to present Jesus as a_hail-fellow-well- 
met, a sort of religious Bohemian of 
His day, but this to my mind is slander. 


The Greek word that is translated 
“wine” is oinos and seems to be a gen- 
eric term in the sense that it applies to 
all kinds of beverages th-t come from 
the juice of the grape. The Hebrew 
word is yayin, the Latin, vinos. 


It is a mistake to think that there was 
no such thing as unfermented grape 
juice in the days of Christ. We have a 
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record of the use of a thick syrup made 
from the grape; and watered down for 
a beverage. 


The liquid was non-alcoholic and 
non-intoxicating. The grape juice was 
prepared by heating it as soon as pos- 
sible after it had been squeezed in the 
press, and then boiling to prevent fer- 
mentation, and then preserved. Even 
though unfermented, it was called 
“wine.” 


The Marriage Feast 


Perhaps the most difficult experience 
for temperance people to face in the 
ministry of Christ is the story of Jesus’ 
changing the water into wine at the 
Marriage Feast in Cana of Galilee. 


This was the first miracle that Christ 
performed. It is found in John’s Gospel, 
chapter two, verses one through ten. 
We read there was a marriage in Cana 
of Galilee; and the mother of Jesus was 
present; and Jesus was invited to the 
marriage along with His disciples! 


Those weddings were not short af- 
fairs, but lasted for days sometimes, 
and we are told that the wine ran short. 
Then Mary, Jesus’ mother, came and 
said, “They have no more wine.” 


Jesus gave a startling reply to her, 
saying, “Woman, what have I to do 
with thee? mine hour is not yet come.” 


Then his mother said to the servants, 
“‘Whatsoever he saith unto you, do it.” 


There were set before Him six water- 
pots of stone for the Jewish purifica- 
tion. Each one held two or three firkins 
apiece. 

Jesus said, “Fill the waterpots with 
water.” And they accordingly filled 
them to the brim. 


Then the Lord said to them, “Draw 
out now, and bear unto the governor 
of the feast.” And they did so. And 
when the governor (or master) of the 
feast tasted the water which had be- 
come wine, and not knowing where it 
came from (although the servants who 
had drawn the water knew), he called 
the bridegroom and said to him, ‘Every 
man at the beginning doth set forth 
good wine; and when men have well 
drunk, then that which is worse: but 
thou hast kept the good wine until 
now.” 


The term “good wine” was used by 
the ancients for the sweetest and nicest 
flavored to the taste — not as some 
would say — the most intoxicating. 


Not Intoxicating 


Now of course there is no necessity 
in believing that Jesus created wine 
with alcoholic content through this mir- 
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acle. I like to think that He created 
something that only God could create, 
a veritable heavenly nectar. 


It brought radiance and joy to the 
heart, warmth to the whole personality. 
It exhilerated but it did not inebriate. 
It brightened the eye, but didn’t befog 
the mind. 


I don’t believe Jesus could be classi- 
fied with those who, for profit, make 
something to take away mens’ reason 
and control over themselves! Intoxicat- 
ing liquor depresses the nerve centers, 
dulls the mind, affects the muscular 
movement, stirs men’s passions. 


Our Lord was always constructive in 
His miracles. He never took a man who 
could see and blinded him. He never 
took a man who could hear and make 
him deaf, nor did He take a healthy 
person and make him a cripple. 


Jesus always was constructive — 
made the blind to see, the deaf to hear, 
the dumb to speak, and the lame to 
walk, leap and praise God! 


Mary Gives Orders 


Remember that Christ was just start- 
ing out on His messianic ministry and 
a tremendous change had come over 
His personality. He was no longer a 
child of His mother, no longer the pro- 
vider of the family working in the car- 
penter shop. He was now launched on 
His messianic ministry for God His 


Father. 


Obviously, Mary couldn’t get used to 
that, as many a mother today can’t get 
used to the change that comes over her 
boy in maturity. She likes to think of 
her son as still a boy — her boy. 


Mary came to Christ and said, “They 
have no wine.” That was a simple state- 
ment of fact, but of course Jesus could 
see beyond the words the intent of 
Mary. He must have seen a demand 
from her that He do something miracu- 
lous to prove that He was a Miraculous 
Being as she knew Him to be because 
of what the angel had told her. 


She knew that Christ was virgin-born, 
a miraculous Person. It would seem that 
Jesus’ reply, “Woman, what have I to 
do with thee?” is rather abrupt, almost

a rebuke. But really it is not a re- 


proach. 


He used the same word on the cross, 
“Woman, behold thy Son.” Mary was 
neither humbled nor discouraged. 


The Revised Version translates 
Christ’s words the other way round, 
saying, “O woman, what have you to do 
with me?” 


That’s significant. But the literal 
translation of the Greek text would 
read something like this, “What to me 
and to thee, woman?” or “What is 
there between me and thee?” 


Mary was doubtless thinking she still 
had a right to direct Christ. Was she 
not His mother, and He her Son? 
Should they not have everything in 
common? 


Millions still believe that some such 
relationship exists between Christ and 
His mother. Scripture contradicts that, 
for immediately when Jesus at the bap- 
tism of John entered His messianic 
ministry, the normal relationship be- 
tween him and his family was broken 
forever. Everything in the experience of 
Christ reveals that. 


But let’s look at the picture again. 
The wedding guests probably had been 
drinking fermented wine, with a low 
but effective alcoholic content. Many 
may have been intoxicated. Perhaps this 
was what called forth the stern words 
from Christ to Mary. They had had 
enough of the wine that intoxicated and 
He would not add to that. 


If we believe that Jesus created in- 
toxicating wine at Cana, we’re forced 
to the belief that He created enough to 
keep the people roaring drunk for days 
and weeks. There were six waterpots 
each, containing two or three firkins, 
or twenty to thirty gallons. That would 
mean that Christ made 150 gallons of 
intoxicating liquor, perhaps more. What 
an invitation to a drunken binge that 
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would be! They could stay drunk for a 
week! 


Mary obviously had her mind on an 
earthly and degenerate wine; she knew 
no better. But Jesus had something bet- 
ter in mind — a wine that could really 
come to the multitude only after He had 
spilled the blessed wine of His blood 
upon Calvary’s Cross. 


That’s the reason He said, “Mine 
hour is not yet come.” Remember that 
when the master of the feast tasted, he 
knew this was something different, su- 
perior to anything that he had ever had. 


If you can get hold of any of the 
wine that Jesus made, you’re perfectly 
safe in drinking it. 


Symbol of Joy 


But all this is a figure. Wine is used 
in the Bible as a symbol of joy, and Je- 
sus proved in the first miracle of His 
manifestation that He was really a joy- 
bringer. He doesn’t have any place for 
long-faced Christians. 


Christ came that people might have 
life and that they might have it more 
abundantly. Christ’s spirit is the true 
wine of Christian living! 


But someone asks, “Didn’t Jesus use 
intoxicating wine at the Lord’s Sup- 
per?” 


Many Bible scholars believe He did 
not. How do they know? Because the 
Lord’s Supper was instituted right after 
Christ and His disciples had celebrated 
the Passover Feast. 


Jesus took bread, blessed it and brake 
it and gave it unto them, and said, 
“This is my body.” and then He took 
the cup and said, “This is my blood of 
the New Testament, which is shed for 
many.” But the cup could not have con- 
tained fermented wine. Why? 


In the first place, while some disagree, 
most scholars think that if the Pass- 
over were properly celebrated, there 
could be no leaven present. Leaven is 
fermentation (it really is corruption) ; 
and God had commanded Israel in 
many places to have no leaven in the 
house when the Passover was celebrat- 


ed. 


Deuteronomy 16:4 says, “No leaven 
shall be seen with you in all your ter- 
ritory for seven days.” The Lord was 
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yery strict about this. Orthodox Jews, 
I understand, to this very day see to it 
that there is no leaven present in the 
household at Passover time. 


Now leaven is a form of corruption. 
Jesus warned against corruption in His 
day, warned against the leaven of the 
Sadducees, the leaven of the Pharisees, 
and the leaven of Herod, and showed 
that this was permeating evil in the 
pure meal of God’s truth. 


Leaven is albumenous matter in a de- 
caying or corrupt state, and all leaven 
or ferment was strictly excluded from 
the Passover. 


So it is plain that Jesus had no fer- 
mented wine on the table for the Pass- 
over Feast that preceded the institution 
of the Lord’s Supper, for intoxicating 
wine and fermentation is leaven. 





Furthermore, the word “wine” is not 
used in any of the Gospels. In every 
case Christ speaks of the Fruit of the 
Vine. The fruit of the vine is grapes 
and grape juice. The vine does not pro- 
duce fermented wine. 


I feel sure that Jesus would never 
have used alcoholic beverage in con- 
nection with the Lord’s Supper as a 
symbol of His cleansing blood. Nothing 
could have been used by the Lord Je- 
sus that more adequately portrayed His 
life-giving power than the wheat and 
the grape, those perfect foods. 


The fruit of the vine, scientists tell 
us, contain those delicate elements 
which are essential for the body’s life 
and prosperity. However, fermentation, 
we are told, destroys ninety-eight per 
cent of that value. 


Christ’s Sinless Blood 


It is plain to me that to properly 
serve the Lord’s Supper and portray 
the broken body of Christ and His shed 
blood, you must have unleavened bread 
and unfermented wine. 


Paul warns, “Be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess, but be filled with the 
Spirit.” A Spirit-filled person certainly 
doesn’t need alcohol as a stimulant! 


To sum up, I must say that Jesus 
came to redeem men, not to degenerate 
them; He came to make them over into 
the image of God. And anyone who 
sees a drunken, slobbering man going 
along the street or lying in the gutter 
as the result of over-indulging alcoholic 
beverages, knows that that man has lost 
the image of God, and angels must weep 
over him. 
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wat a wonderful power God has 

given to the hand. It has the art to 
comfort, to express love, to heal and to 
bless. 


God expects those hands to be gener- 
ous and always ready to give as well 
as to receive ... and because they are 
the hands of service, they are hands of 
beauty. 


As the years pass, we often recall a 
mother’s hands, toil-worn in service for 
her loved ones, and we see in memory 
father’s hands too, sometimes horny 
and rough from hours of labor, but 
faithful in service to those they love. 


Let us examine those hands so busy 
with the common tasks. If we have the 
eyes to see their shining ministry, they 
are beautiful too ... the hands of the 
plowman with his share deep in the 
loam, and the carpenter whose skillful 
hands build a home, and the gardener 
with reluctant sod, ever faithful to his 
partnership with God. These hands are 
the artesans of life. 


Then we have the busy wife, tending 
a scarlet flame, watching a kettle or 
guarding a small child. There is no 
name for her great ministry. 
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Hands are such expressive things. 
What is more adorable than the hands 
of a tiny child? Those busy fingers are 
forever getting into things and torment- 
ing mother with their mischief. 


A cry of pain, tears and sturdy little 
legs running to mother with a hurt 
finger, wanting sympathy and oh, the 
wonder of mom’s healing kiss upon that 
tiny, injured member. 


Then we have the hand of friendship. 
We all have been blessed by these lov- 
ing hands. A warm hand clasp can do 
so much when trouble comes for there 
is nothing which does so much good to 
those in deep sorrow than to know 
through the clasp of a hand that friends 
are standing by, ready to be of service. 


And how the world needs the guiding 
hand of a good father and a loving 
mother. This hand is so needed today 
when so many of our youth seem to 
have gotten out of control. They have 
forgotten the precepts taught at home 
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or learned at the family altar and 
through the reading of God’s Word. 


Again memory brings to mind the 
toil-worn hands of age. I think those 
blue veined hands that once were young, 
so used to loving toil, hands that have 
eased pain, soothed a fevered child, 
caressing care from a loved ones brow 

. those hands so used to countless 
homely tasks, idle now, yet clasped in 
prayer, give evidence that a force is 
open to all who are willing to learn 
and practice the selfless love required. 


God has given us great gifts that we 
can share with others, but only as we 
use these endowments will they be re- 
warded and because of these sharing 
hands we can lift the horizon of hope 
for those caught in the bondage and 
suffering created by the wars of recent 
years and we can receive the blessing 
of joy and happiness because we have 
extended caring hands. 


Yes! the most beautiful hands are the 
hands of prayer, opened to God in fer- 
vent petition. Indeed, praying hands are 
the most beautiful of all. A mother’s, 
the toil-worn hands of father, children’s 
tiny hands clasped in prayer at mother’s 
knee, the well-groomed hands of youth 
in supplication ... yes, they are lovely 
hands. 


No one knows the true power of 
prayer, but we know Someone is listen- 
ing there Who sees those folded hands, 
Someone with a friendly ear that hears 
the heart calling; Someone Who knows 
that in those folded hands miracles lie. 


The common tasks are the things 
God asks of any child; that we have a 
pride in our work and that we do our 
best. 

Hands are funny things — four fin- 
gers and a thumb with a palm attached, 
and yet God has given the hand the 
power to comfort and to bless. 
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HE HOPES AND FEARS of our 

century seem to pivot upon the so- 
called “summit meetings” which char- 
acterize our day. Top conferees ride 
the international teeter-totter up and 
down, alternately lifting the harassed 
inhabitants of this weary world to Uto- 
pian heights only to plunge them sud- 
denly into gloom with their off-again, 
on-again prophecies of the dawn of a 
new day, followed by a prognosis of 
dire things to come. 


Almost simultaneously, from one cor- 
ner of the mouth comes talk of disarm- 
ament, while from the other corner 
comes a vote for more billions to imple- 
ment the mad, stepped up missile race. 


We read that peaceful co-existence 
between the Godless and the Christian 
nations is possible, and in the next col- 
umn to the left we all face hemispheric- 
al annihilation. It’s peace, then panic! 
Little wonder most of us alternate be- 
tween ague and apathy! 


History should teach us a thing or 
two about Summit Meetings (Yalta, Te- 
heran, Potsdam and Geneva,) where in- 
ternational chess players seal off huge 
segments of humanity, blindly hoping 





that concessions, parleying and _pla- 
cating will provide the panacea for the 
plight of our planet. 


“The best laid schemes o’mice and 
men gang aft a-gley, an’ lea’e us nought 
but grief and pain for promis’d joy.” 
So wrote Robert Burns, and his words 
were never truer than when applied to 
summit conferences when God be not 
in all their thoughts! 


What has happened in the past, or 
may occur in the future, at Summit 
Conferences, can never furnish a solid 
basis for the realization of the inner 
yearnings of the human heart, much 
less prove anything conclusive in deal- 
ing with the tyrannical tendencies of 
boastfully atheistic nations openly ad- 
mitting to world designs. “Deal with 
Russia on her own level,” says John 
Foster Dulles, and we will reduce our- 
selves to materialism and possibly athe- 
ism.” 


Not that there is no hope! On the 
contrary, there is abundant hope for 
all men based upon a Summit Meeting 
held not far, in miles, from either Yalta 
or Teheran. At that Meeting the issues 
affecting all mankind, past, present and 
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future were dealt with and the outcome 
decided. 


Pooh-poohed by Communists, politely 
disregarded by non-Communists (many 
of them), nevertheless at that Summit 
Meeting on Mount Calvary, the Incom- 
parable Christ clashed with the forces 
of evil and “spoiled principalities and 
powers and made a show of them open- 
ly, triumphing over them in it.” (Col- 
ossians 2:15.) From then on it was 
only a question of time until “the king- 
doms of this world should become the 
kingdoms of our Lord and His Christ.” 


Nothing is more certain than the 
ultimate triumph of His cause based on 
the issues of that decisive Summit Meet- 
ing on a Hill Far Away! Over against 
all opposing philosophies, one ideology 
must be kept in sharp focus. It is this! 


“Christ is reigning, Christ is conquer- 
ing, Christ is triumphing” ... and He 
shall not fail nor be discouraged till He 
shall have set judgment in the earth. 


For a world in dilemma, there is a 
key! Christ gave it to His followers at 
a later Summit Meeting on the nearby 
Mount of Ascension. This was, and still 
is, the key: 


“Go ye into all the world and preach 
the Gospel to every creature ... make 
disciples of all nations ... lo, I am 
with you alway.” 


For the INDIVIDUAL, everything 
worthwhile in this life and the life to 
come hinges upon that Summit Meeting 
of all summit meetings. Here, Christ 
said of His sacrifice, “The Son of Man 
must be lifted up (on the cross), that 
whosoever believeth in Him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 


My friend, believe on Christ today! 
Receive Him and live forever! He bore 
your sins, and the sins of the whole 
prodigal, confused world on that Tree. 
His nail-pierced hands dropped par- 
dons! One of them was for you! 


So, whether for a penitent heart, or a 
problem world ... everything finds its 
solution when men kneel at the foot of 
the Old Rugged Cross the focal point 
of the universe!

A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE 
DEFENDERS 


THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


Ec WAS with a great deal of pride that 

the Defenders movement announced 
the opening of the Defenders Theologi- 
cal Seminary on October 1, 1945. 


Years of constructive effort and hard 
work, crowned by months of praying 
and planning, preceded the opening of 
its doors. 


Believing that natives understand the 
language, customs, traditions, habits 
and spiritual needs of their own people 
better than outsiders, the Defenders 
movement has always majored on de- 
veloping local leadership instead of 
sending “foreign” missionaries into the 
various fields served. This method has 
stood the test, and is producing desired 
results in the West Indies. 


The Seminary is an incorporated body, 
under the laws of the continental United 
States, domesticated according to insu- 
lar requirements in Puerto Rico. 


At the time of incorporation, the 
Board of Directors, consisting of nine 
members, prepared and unanimously 
adopted a permanent Statement of Doc- 
trine for the Seminary. 


Attorneys were instructed to prepare 
the legal papers in such a way that if 
this Pledge should ever be violated by 
the invasion of false teachings, the 
School would automatically cease to 
exist. Consequently, the Statement of 
Doctrine, as quoted below, is woven in- 
to the very fabric of the Institution. 
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Statement of Doctrine 


We believe, affirm, teach and recog- 
nize as essential, immutable and _ indes- 
tructible: 


The supernatural inspiration of the 
Christian Scriptures as embodied in the 
sixty-six books of the Holy Bible; 


The existence of a Supreme Being, 
the Creator of the universe and the per- 
sonal Heavenly Father of the believer; 


The fact of the Eternal Trinity, Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit; 


The creation of man, whereby humans 
are endowed with capacities which dif- 
ferentiate them from the lower animal 
kingdom; 


The fall of man, the fact of sin and 
the necessity of a Saviour; 


The virgin birth, sinless life, miracles, 
crucifixion, vicarious atonement, resur- 
rection and ascension of the Lord Jesus 
Christ; 


The presence, ministry and work of 
the Holy Spirit; 


The doctrine of the new birth; 


The preaching of the Gospel accord- 
ing to the Great Commission; 


The New Testament ordinances of the 
Church; 


The efficacy of prayer; 
The blessed hope of Christ’s return; 
The just punishment of all evil; and 


The life everlasting. 
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This is the clear-cut, understandable 
Statement of Doctrine upon which the 
Seminary rests — a Pledge of faith to 
be held sacred and inviolate, as long as 
the Seminary shall exist. 


It is said that cukoos seldom con- 
struct their own nests. They lay eggs in 
nests built by other birds. Many sound, 
evangelical schools and seminaries have 
been established in the United States by 
the prayers and sacrificial gifts of faith- 
ful Christian people only to be 
filched at a later time, by Modernists 
(“theological cukoos”). Church history, 
written during the last few decades, is 
replete with tragedies of this kind. 


Such a calamity must never befall 
the Defenders Theological Seminary of 
Puerto Rico. 


Dedication Service 


Although the Seminary was officially 
opened on October 1, 1945, studies 
were conducted in temporary headquar- 
ters until a permanent structure could 
be erected. 


Thursday, January 31, 1946, was a 
day of historical importance in the pro- 
gress of Spanish missionary work.

Another Year Completed 
On May 9th of this year, at 7:30 P.M.,

This service completed thirteen years 
of activity on the part of the Defenders 
Theological Seminary. 


Commencement Week is always a 
stirring time on the Defender mission 
field in Puerto Rico. It is a week of 
special services, inspiring programs, 
and a time of heart searching for grad- 
uates as their days of study draw to a 
close — a time for the presentation of 
awards and degrees, and the beginning 
of a life of fruitful service for many. 


Former graduates who are actively 
engaged in evangelistic and missionary 
work, serving Defender Churches of the 
Island, do not wish to miss these days 
of fellowship at the close of the school 
year. 


It is a custom for Pastors to make use 
of whatever transportation may be avail- 
able, and bring groups of native con- 
verts from the interior, to Rio Piedras, 
for one or more of the services. 


The result is that large crowds are 
present for these outpourings of spirit- 


ual blessing. Auditorium facilities are 
taxed to capacity, and overflow arrange- 
ments become necessary. 


Student Sponsors 


The Seminary offers a_ three-year 
course of intensive training equal to the 
best available in fundamental seminar- 
ies and Bible training institutes of the 
United States. 


By decision of the Board of Trustees 
and Faculty, the financial plan used 
from year to year, permits readers of 
this Magazine to sponsor students of 
their own. 


Seminary operating costs average 
$17.50 per student, each month. (Ex- 
ample: the monthly budget for 100 stu- 
dents would be $1,750.00 ... and the 
enrollment each year averages approxi- 
mately one hundred.) 


The above figure provides for bare 
essentials, such as food, books, dormi- 
tory accommodations for those who live 
on the premises ... and other inciden- 
tals. 


The person here at home who agrees 
to contribute this amount for nine con- 
secutive months, is assigned a student 
and becomes known as a “Sponsor.” 


Each Sponsor receives a photograph, 
biographical statement and personal tes- 
timony of his student, together with re- 
ports of classroom work. 


Not only individuals, but Churches, 
Sunday Schools or other groups may 
assume the care of a student. 


Readers of this Department of The 
Defender will please bear in mind that 
the next school year will start in Sep- 
tember (1958) and be thinking 
and praying about assuming the sup- 
port of a student.

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Economic Conditions 


While the last decade has witnessed 
economic progress in Puerto Rico, great 
poverty still exists in all parts of the 
Island ... due, in part, to overpopula- 
tion. 


Many of the Seminary students come 
from the poorest and humblest walks of 
life. Their schooling depends upon as- 
sistance received from Christians re- 
siding in the United States who possess 
a missionary vision and Calvary-heart 
motive. This is true of the 26 just grad- 
uated. 


It is not because Puerto Ricans are 
lazy that their children run naked, and 
whole families go to bed hungry, night 
after night. 


They gladly work when employment 
is available. Industries are lacking. The 
average man who toils in the sugar cane 
may expect employment for only two 
or three months out of the year. 


Because of its luxuriant tropical beau- 
ty, Puerto Rico is called the “Gem of 
the Carribean.” Theodore Roosevelt was 
so impressed by its scenery that he 
named the Island the “Switzerland of 
America.” 


When approaching this colorful Isle 
from the air or by ship, one is impress- 
ed by its striking tropical allure but 
when the visitor reaches land, he dis- 
covers it to be a place of tragic con- 
trasts. 


Conditions are particularly bad in 
the rural districts. Disease stalks the 
Island, demanding a constant terrible 
toll. That such suffering and dire need 
can exist in the presence of unrivaled 
natural beauty is a striking paradox!

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[X THE EARLY part of the Sixteenth 

Century, a band of Spanish adventur- 
ers ventured as far north and west as 
“Colorado country,” seeking gold, sil- 
ver and other wealth which they could 
take back to their homeland. After 
searching diligently, discouraged by re- 
peated failures, they left the territory 
in disgust, considering it of no earthly 
value. 


Again in 1776, a Spanish expedition 
headed by Escalante, seeking a route to 
California, explored the southwestern 
corner of Colorado, but these adventur- 
ers also made no attempt at settlement. 


It was not until after the Louisiana 
Purchase was consummated, in 1803, 
that any real interest was evidenced in 
this vast frontier. In rapid succession, 
men of the caliber of Pike, Long and 
Fremont headed exploration parties, to 
determine the resources of Colorado. 


In 1850 a group of Cherokee Indians 
discovered gold, but it was not until 
1858 that white men found gold along 
Cherry Creek (now in Denver) and set 
up a pioneer community. In the follow- 
ing year the gold rush began. 


There was a rapid growth of rough 
and lawless mining camps, such as Cen- 


or 
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tral City, Idaho Springs, and Fairplay. 
There were other towns such as Boulder 
and Golden where the miners bought 
supplies and equipment. 


In 1861 the Territory of Colorado (a 
name whose Spanish meaning is colored 
red) was created by Congress, but it 
was not until the coming of the rail- 
roads in 1870 that any perceptible 
growth in the population of the Terri- 
tory was noted.

Agriculture expanded, many new 
towns were founded, and mining was 
developed in the San Juan Mountains. 
In 1875 a constitution was adopted and 
a year later Colorado was admitted to 
the Union as the 38th State, exactly 100 
years after the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. 


The State Seal of Colorado consists 
of three snow-capped mountains, which 
represent the rugged nature of the land. 
The miner’s pick and hammer placed 
beneath the peak indicate the impor- 
tance of mining in the state. 
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At the top of the Seal is an “all-see- 
al which represents the eyes of 
od. 


When choosing a State Motto, those 
responsible finally decided on the phrase 
Nil sine numine, which means “Nothing 


Without God.” 


The Rocky Mountains 


The people who came to Colorado to 
find precious metals, and later to de- 
velop agriculture and manufacturing, 
opened up a region of great natural 
beauty. 


The Rocky Mountains of the United 
States reach their highest peaks in Colo- 
tado. Of the fifty-five highest moun- 
tain peaks in the country, forty-five are 
in this state. 


The mountains are cloaked with ever- 
greens almost to their crowns of snow, 
and sparkling streams tumble down 
their slopes. They have made Colorado 
one of the great vacation lands of 
America. 


The wealth of sunshine and the dry 
air make the climate of Colorado de- 
lightful and healthful. There are great 
differences in the average temperatures 
of various regions, however. 
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The mountain region is always much 
cooler than the plains. Extremes of heat 
and cold are not felt as severely in Colo- 
rado as in lower regions which have 
much more moisture. 


Colorado is most popular with vaca- 
tionists in the summer. There are many 
hot days, but the nights are always cool 
and bracing. It is cool in the shade in 
the daytime, since the dry, thin air 
does not hold heat as long as a moist 
atmosphere. 
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Dr. Harvey Springer 


Dr. Harvey H. Springer, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church and Tabernacle of 
Englewood, Colorado (a suburb of 
Denver), has had a most unique minis- 
try. 

When writing about him, Dr. Win- 
rod, founder of this publication, said: 


“Tt was a good day for evangelism in 
this country when Harvey H. Springer 
climbed down from the saddle in Wy- 
oming, to enter the Christian ministry. 


“During comparatively few years, he 
has completed a course at the Practical 
Bible Training School, entered upon an 
evangelistic career, turned out several 
brochures, launched a magazine, be- 
come pastor.of a small church and 
changed it into the largest congregation 
in the state of Colorado, developed a 
radio ministry which has earned for 
himself the appellation ‘Voice of the 
Rockies,’ and established a reputation 
as one of the leading evangelists of our 
generation. 


“Harvey Springer is just himself. He 
imitates no one. He is the personifica- 
tion of courage and frankness. 


“If at times, he appears blunt and 
ruthless in denouncing evil, he is just 
being himself. If, on other occasions, 
his public speech develops a wooing 
note that fills every eye in the audience 
with tears, he is just being himself. 


“If he walks into the pulpit wearing 
boots, garbed in a flaming shirt and 
flowing tie, carrying a five-gallon hat in 
his hand, he is just being himself. He 
is a hard worker, a deep student, an 
original thinker.” 


Youth Roundup 


Dr. Springer has always been a friend 
of youth. His Church in Colorado has 
been blessed through the years with 
young men and women, who have 
grown up to be some of the outstanding 
preachers, evangelists and laymen in 
that section of America. 


In the early 1940’s Dr. Springer con- 
ceived the idea to create a new and dif- 
ferent type of Youth Camp. In mulling 
the idea over in his mind, he took many 
things into consideration. 


He had spoken for, and attended sev- 
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eral types of camps, but they just seem- 
ed to lack the punch and appeal to reach 
great numbers of youth. Something 
unique in location and program was the 
only answer, yet what could it be? 


Then it hit him! Going back into 
his own early experience riding the 
range in Colorado and Wyoming, he 
struck upon a plan. 


Why not set up a first class Christian 
dude ranch for an annual Youth Round- 
up? A place for a wholesome vacation 
and spiritual training. The pine and 
spruce-covered mountains of Colorado 
offered the finest setting for such a 
camp that could be desired. 


He realized that not just any piece of 
property would do. It had to be ideal, 
a ranch that offered everything neces- 
sary for a Youth Roundup. 


Dr. Springer took into his confidence 
a group of men, explained what they 
were to search for. It was not long be- 
for this “possee” was hitting the trails 
in the mountains, following many un- 
successful quests. 


Then, early in 1946, the spot was 
found, a ranch suitable for develop- 
ment into America’s finest Youth Camp. 


Located fifty miles northwest of Colo- 
rado Springs on a fine State highway, 
an ideal location consisting of 160 
acres, was purchased. The ranch is in 
mountainous Jarre Canyon, surrounded 
on three sides by the Pike National For- 
est. 


The camp site has wooded mountains, 
a small running stream and large grassy 
meadows,. Pure mountain springs come 
out of the hills at many places. The 
8500 foot altitude boasts warm, sunny 
days and cool, clear nights. 


In July 1946 a group of 250 young 
people attended the first “Roundup” at 
the ranch. In true western style, these 
pioneers camped out for eight wonder- 
ful days. Some slept in tents, some in

temporary buildings, and all ate chuck 
wagon grub from a typical ranch-type 
kitchen. 


Time went only too fast as young 
people rode, hiked, pitched horseshoes, 
attended classes, grew in the Lord and 
rolled into their bunks each night, tired 
but happy. 


Facilities weren’t the best, but the 
food was good, the spirit was high and 
new friends were made. Many were 
saved during the camp and still others 
consecrated their lives for the Lord’s 
work. 


New Buildings 


The end of the first Roundup was 
really just the beginning of the work. 
The temporary buildings were torn 
down and the material stored for use in 
the permanent structures yet to come. 
Roads were cut into the mountains of 
the more isolated end of the spread 
where the “Big Corral” for future 
Roundups was to be built. 


Since the first Conference mammoth 
dormitories, constructed of native logs, 
have been erected on opposite sides of 
the canyon, together with a massive 
dining room, complete with open fire- 
place, wagon wheel light fixtures and 
stuffed animals on the beams. A log 
Chapel was recently completed, which 
seats several hundred at each service. 
There are also individual cabins avail- 
able for mothers and dads who do not 
prefer the “dormitory life.” 


Since the first Roundup in 1946, the 
Camp, now known as the Silver State 
Youth Camp, has mushroomed into a 
full-scale Ranch where those interested 
can relax, study the Word of God, meet 
new friends, and take time out for rec- 
reation also. It is proving to be an 
ideal vacation spot. 


Many Churches have conceived the 
idea of sending their pastors there each 
year, knowing they will return to their 
pulpits refreshed, ready to tackle their 
duties with renewed vigor. 


There are no dangerous cliffs or poi- 
sonous snakes to worry parents or en- 
danger young people. The ranch prop- 
er, as well as the Pike National Forest, 
provide many trails to be followed on 
horseback or foot. 
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A bird's-eye view of the Silver State Youth Camp, located in beautiful Jarre Canyon, 50 
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miles northwest of 


Colorado Springs, Colorado. To the left can be seen the girl's dormitory. In the center stands the massive dining 
hall and to the right, at the bottom of the picture, can be seen the roof of the boy’s dormitory. All of the buildings 
are constructed of native logs. Individual cabins, not visible in this photograph, are interspersed throughout the 
Ranch. The beautiful Log Chapel, recently completed, seating several hundred at each service, is further back 


in the draw. 





The camp also provides for softball, 
horseshoes, ping pong and other games 
popular with young people. 


For those who are interested in re- 
laxing, the pine-scented clear Rocky 
Mountain air does wonders. Warm sun- 
ny days and cool nights at the mile-and- 
a-half altitude insure restful sleep. A 
short walk takes a person into many 
places of solitude for a time of quiet 
meditation or prayer. Dr. Springer 
says “You can get a little closer to Heav- 
en at the ‘Youth Roundup in the Rock- 
ies’.” 

No expense has been spared to pro- 
vide the finest in Christian vacation fa- 
cilities for youth. But this is only half 
the purpose. Churches need leaders for 
tomorrow. Young people need to be 
saved. Christian character needs to be 
built into lives. 


When young people separate them- 
selves from the turmoil and confusion 
of the world for one week or two, much 
more can be accomplished than in many 
weeks or months. 


The Roundup of Youth provides the 
inspiration, fellowship and instruction 
necessary to fit young men and women 
for Christian service. Those in charge 
of the Camp endeavor to send each 
young person back to their home church 
better fitted to serve God. 
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General Information 


As the camp is strictly Western in na- 
ture, plaid shirts, blue jeans, overalls, 
boots, etc., are advisable for general 
use for both boys and girls. Heavy 
shoes with flat heels should be included 
in your pack for hiking. A warm sweat- 
er or jacket will be needed in the eve- 
nings and enough bedding should be 
brought along to insure warm sleeping. 


Aside from the regular personal ef- 
fects, soap, toothbrush, towel, etc., you 
should have a Bible, notebook, flash- 
light if possible, camera, some change 
for purchasing desired items at the 
Chuck Wagon and horseback riding, if 


you wish.

The Cost Is Low

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EVER SINCE the first really big 
news “bombshell” concerning the ef- 
fects of smoking upon the health and 
well-being of the smoker appeared in 
Reader’s Digest back in 1950 under the 
title, “How Harmful Are Cigarettes,” 
the battle between the giant tobacco 
corporations and the handful of out- 
spoken critics of the smoking habit has 
raged on. Week by week and month by 
month the anti-tobacco forces have 
grown stronger and have gained wider 
recognition and support. 





Newspapers which once gave news 
about the harmful effects of smoking 
the “silent treatment” began giving 
more and more prominence to these re- 
ports until finally, in 1954, the link be- 
tween cigarette smoking and lung can- 
cer suddenly crashed the front page 
from coast to coast. 


The tobacco companies countered 
weakly with the claim that the “proof is 
not positive,” and many executives of 
the tobacco firms feigned surprise over 
this news, despite the fact that Dr. 
Daniel Kress, formerly of Washington 
Sanitarium in Washington, D.C., wrote 
a book on the subject back in 1933, 
and sent copies to the executives of all 
the major tobacco companies. 


Long before that Dr. William G. Len- 
nox of the Harvard University medical 
faculty wrote a scathing rebuke to the 
president of the American Tobacco 
Company, denouncing its advertising, 
which was designed to entice youth to 
take up the smoking habit. 


Such all-time “greats” in the sports 
world as Jack Dempsey, Ty Cobb, 
Knute Rockney, Alonzo Stagg and Gene 


Tunney, were on record, not only 
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against the smoking habit, but also 
against the insidious methods used by 
tobacco companies to coax youth to 
start smoking. 


Therefore, many of the crusaders 
who had led the fight against the smoke 
cloud over America turned away in 
nausea and disgust when the tobacco 
companies pleaded ignorance of any 
“harmful effects of tobacco smoking” 
when the news of the link between smok- 
ing and lung cancer hit the headlines. 


But just how much more is known 
about the harmful effects of smoking? 
Although lung cancer is, admittedly, a 
dreadful way to die, are there even 
greater dangers — perhaps of longer 
range in their effects, than the possible 
contraction of lung cancer as a result of 
continuous smoking? 


What about the ever-increasing mag- 
nitude of smoking by teen agers? What 
connection, if any, does the smoking 
habit have with the startling increase in 
juvenile delinquency in recent years? 


Perhaps the best way to answer the 
several questions regarding the effects 
of smoking upon youth is to quote di- 
rectly the opinions expressed by the 
Judges who have seen these young peo- 
ple parade before them through the 
years, charged with crimes ranging 
from petty theft to armed robbery and 
murder. 


Judge Torrence, former Superintend- 
ent, Illinois State Reformatory: “I am 
sure cigarettes are ruining and making 
criminals of more boys and girls than 
liquor!” 


Judge B. S. Shaw of Hart, Michigan: 


“In every instance of juvenile delin- 
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quency in this court, I have found that 
the boys were cigarette smokers.” 


Miss Winters, principal of one of the 
largest schools for delinquent girls in 
America: “Out of eleven hundred in- 
mates, only 20 were non-smokers of 
cigarettes.” 


Now, I can hear someone say, “But 
these are just opinions. How do these 
people know for sure that smoking 
caused the delinquency? 


“Perhaps the boys and girls who got 
into trouble started smoking because 
they were potential delinquents in the 
first place; maybe smoking did not 
cause the delinquency at all.” 


If we had to rely entirely upon the 
circumstantial evidence based upon the 
observation of judges and heads of 
penal institutions, it is true that while 
the evidence is strong, we might have 
to give our “suspect” the benefit of the 
doubt and vote for an acquittal. For- 
tunately, there is still more evidence 
before we close “the case for the prose- 
cution.” 


A number of years ago in England, 
where tobacco corporations do not 
wield the power they do in the United 
States, a careful study was made of 
boys from 14 years old through 18 
years of age, to determine if there was 
a change in their scholastic ability dur- 
ing the four years of education follow- 
ing what we in the United States call 
elementary schooling. 


Records were kept of the scholastic 
ability in such a way that boys of ap- 
proximately the same basic mental abil- 
ities were grouped together. 


Although no pressure was brought 
upon any of them to prevent them from 
taking up the smoking habit, those who 
did were noted in the records. At the 
end of a study of several years the test 
showed a startling and consistent fact: 


Every boy who took up the smoking 
habit during these crucial years of 
growth showed a marked drop in scho- 
lastic ability, often as high as 30 to 50 
per cent, while those who did not start 
the habit continued at an even rate 
proportionate with that with which they 
started their secondary education! 


At approximately this time other stu- 
dies were being made of the effects of 
smoking upon the body to determine 
whether they were good, bad, or had 
little or no effect.

One discovery that led to the expla- 
nation of why smoking had such a 
marked effect upon mental growth and 
scholastic ability was the fact that with-

No, they 
don’t drop dead, at least not for years, 
but very gradually changes take place, 
and the extremely fine blood vessels 
called capillaries, which feed the brain 
are so tiny in the first place that further 
shrinkage results in a literal starvation 
effect upon the entire brain, with re- 
sultant changes in all basic character 
functions. 


These changes manifest themselves 
in various ways, but among them, some 
seem to occur in all growing youth who 
take up smoking early. 


These include sullen attitudes, in- 
creased laziness, general lassitude, rest- 
lessness, temper flare ups and disre- 
nly for authority. The once easy-going 
oy becomes touchy and irritable. He 
begins to feel that “everybody is pick- 
ing on me.” 


The slightest degree of discipline, no 
matter how just it may be or how tact- 
fully it is administered, is resented. The 
seeds which can quickly grow into what 
we call juvenile delinquency have been 
sown, and they are growing and pre- 
paring to bear fruit. 


Further studies are constantly being 
made, but so far no emphatic proof has 
been forthcoming to indicate that smok- 
ing has the effect upon adults in connec- 
tion with dynamic character changes 
that it has upon growing youth. 


These studies do show increased ner- 
vousness, irritableness, and general rest- 
lessness, however. Even without the 
added effects of mental retardation, 
these effects alone are enough in a 
troubled world to make men incapable 
of calm, clear thinking. 


Who of those who read this can say 
they have never given a sharp answer 
under stress that they later wished they 
had not made? And are not sharp an- 
swers from our government leaders 
what can, and have, led to wars?

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overwhelming that it is, then we have 
but to go one step further to see what 
the ever increasing habit of smoking can 
do to America, especially since no effort 
whatsoever is made to enforce laws 
which most states have forbidding the 
sale of or use of tobacco to those under 
eighteen years of age. 


Vending machines are within easy 
access in restaurants and malt shops 
where high school boys and girls con- 
gregate, and few storekeepers will re- 
fuse to sell cigarettes to boys and girls 
obviously under eighteen. To my knowl- 
edge there has never been an arrest 
made of those guilty of dispensing to- 
bacco to minors. 


Several years ago the Christian Cru- 
saders launched a “smoke crusade,” and 
for a time carried broadcasts on several 
radio stations. 


Its hard-hitting brochure entitled 
“Death Wrapped in Cellophane ... It’s 
Milder That Way!” picturing a fac- 
simile pack of cigarettes bearing the 
above legend, created a considerable 
stir. More than a hundred thousand 
were distributed, including copies to 
every Congressman and Senator in 
Washington. 

Two books totaling over two hundred 
pages also were distributed through the 
publicity from these broadcasts. 


These volumes, “The Cigarette As A 
Physician Sees It,” by Dr. Daniel H. 
Kress, and “The Cigarette And You,” 
by Dr. Donald M. Hewitt, contain the 
strongest indictment of the smoking 
habit ever put into print. 


This campaign did a great deal to 
awaken interest in the menace of the 
smoking habit to our nation. 


Two bills have been introduced in 
Congress designed to curb the advertis- 
ing practices of the tobacco companies. 
Some headway has been made, as one 
can readily see by comparing the type 
of appeal being made today with that 
which was made several years ago. 


For a while tobacco companies were 
indirectly claiming that smoking could 
“keep you well!” 





The campaign became so flagrant 
that one company in retaliation began 
advertising that “we are tobacco men, 
not medicine men!” 


The constant pressure upon our Con- 
gress was bearing fruit even then, and 
the Federal Trade Commission acted to 
stop the medical appeal of some un- 
scrupulous companies. 


On May 2lst of this year the Asso- 
ciated Press reported that a Bill has 
been proposed in the United States 
Senate offering federal aid for the pur- 
pose of educating school children on 
the effects of tobacco and alcohol. 


Prior to this, Senator Wallace F. 
Bennett of Utah proposed an amend- 
ment to the Food, Drug and Cosmetics 
Act providing that the following Warn- 
ing be required to be placed on the 
outside of every carton and package of 
cigarettes sold: 


WARNING 


Prolonged use of this product may re- 
sult in cancer in the lung, heart and cir- 
culatory ailments, and other diseases. 


The public is awakening. The signs 
are brighter. But is youth listening? I 
believe that you and I owe it to America 
to alert the teen agers to the fact that 
they are actually being taken for suck- 
ers to fill gigantic treasuries of selfish 
men at the cost of their health, their 
strength, their manhood and woman- 


hood. 


I feel that the books mentioned 
above, together with the hard-hitting 
brochure, “Death Wrapped In Cello- 
phane — It’s Milder That Way,” should 
be put into the hands of every American 
boy and girl (See advertisement, page 
2, this Defender).

Inside this historic St. John’s Church 
is the very spot where, in March of 
1775, Patrick Henry, in a most dra-

history — “Give me Liberty, or give 
me death.”

Today the crews who shouted about 
backward America a few months ago 
have joined with the spreaders of gloom 
and despair and are determined that 
this country is going into a full scale 
depression. 


The facts in the present situation are 
these: We are in an automobile reces- 
sion because the automobile companies 
have priced their cars out of the mar- 
ket. 

With banks having more deposits 
than ever before and with the building 
and loan associations making remark- 
able expansions, still the people will not 
buy cars at present day prices. 


The impact of the recession in the au- 
tomobile industry is being felt through- 
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out the nation. The automobile indus- 
try is a basic industry. 


It has not been unusual to have per- 
iods where a large percentage of our 
people have been unemployed, particu- 
larly during the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. 

When from 1933 to 1940 the unem- 
ployment figure never went down below 
14.3 per cent and at one time was up as 
high as 24.9 per cent. The high unem- 
ployment, of course, ended with World 
War Two. 


The only honest way to judge today’s 
recession is to use percentages — to 
express unemployment as a percentage 
of the labor force — to ask oneself 
these questions, “How big a percentage 
of our labor force is unemployed to- 
day? How big a percentage in 1954?” 


On the basis of percentage unem- 
ployment, the current recession is more 
severe than that of 1953-1954. It is not 
as severe as the recession of 1950. 


The writer realizes that 5-billion un- 
employed presents a serious situation. 
This is being recognized and construc- 
tive measures have been taken to pre- 
sent immediate relief.

Theodore Roosevelt 


The nation is in process of observ- 
ing the 100th aniversary of the birth 
of Theodore Roosevelt. 


Something which he wrote has not 
lost significance with the passage of the 
years. It reads like this: 


“Americanism means the virtues of 
courage, honor, justice, truth, sincerity 
and hardihood — the virtues that made 
America. 


“The things that will destroy Ameri- 
ca are prosperity-at-any-price, peace-at- 
any-price, safety-first instead of duty- 
first, the love of soft living and the get- 
rich-quick theory of life.” 


Theodore Roosevelt was the young- 
est man ever to become President. He 
was only 42 when the assassination of 
William McKinley raised him from the 
Vice Presidency to the highest office in 
the land. 


While Roosevelt was in office, many 
“firsts” took place. The first Pacific 
cable was completed in 1903; Wireless 
communication across the Atlantic was 
begun the same year; the first Model 
T automobile was placed on the market 
in 1908; construction on the Panama 
Canal began in 1906; Oklahoma joined 
the Union in 1907; the first successful 
flight by the Wright Brothers was ac- 
complished in 1903 and the Depart- 
ments of Commerce and Labor were es- 
tablished, also in 1903.

F YOU are a traveling sight-seer vis- 

iting our national capital, you must 
not fail to pay a visit to the Supreme 
Court when it is in session. 


There you will see nine oversized 
justices all done up in their impressive 
black gowns — with at least one excep- 
tion, Justice Felix Frankfurter, who is 
the shortest but by no means the least 
important. 

The biggest and widest is Chief Jus- 
tice Earl Warren, who sits in the center 
and presides over the “august” tribunal. 


The scenery, the costumes and the 
ancient ritual are the same as they have 
been for at least a century. But the qual- 
ity of the product which comes out of 
the Court — namely Justice — has suf- 
fered a shocking and, indeed, a pathetic 
falling off. 

However, if you visit the Court or 
have ever visited it or would like to 
know not just what goes on inside the 
building, but inside the heads of the 
justices, I would suggest you read a 
very instructive and entertaining new 
book about them. 

It is called “Nine Men Against Amer- 
ica” by Rosalie M. Gordon (orders are 
being processed by Defenders, Inc., 
Wichita, Kansas at $3.00 per copy). 


This book is an expansion of her 
widely popular pamphlet of the same 
name. The title is a perfect one. And 
any literate citizen who is interested in 
his country and its future would do well 
to get a copy of this intensely absorb- 
ing book. 














It is not a law book written tur schol- 
ars. It is written for citizens; and it 
will not only instruct, but surprise you 
no end. 


I think it is a fair statement to say 
that the troubles we are now in — the 
appalling entanglements all over the 
world; the wild, almost frantic flinging 
of American dollars around the world; 
American soldiers stationed in the far 
places of the earth; the debts, the taxes, 
the subversion, the hatreds — could 
well be traced to the dreadful assault on 
the American system which was accom- 
plished by driving from the Supreme 
Court bench the eminent men who 
adorned it and filled it with a collection 
of New Deal-Fair Deal-“Modern” Re- 
publican politicians. 


It may be true that the Court’s grave 
assault on our constitutional system and 
the shocking aid it has given to the 
communist conspiracy in America can- 
not be easily corrected. 


These blackrobed gents have a hold 
on their seats from which they are not 
easily dislodged. But, after all, the Con- 
stitution does have in it a clause which 
permits changes in the Constitution it- 
self. And there is another clause which 
permits Congress to curb a runaway 
Court. 


Perhaps it is too much to suppose 
that the politicians who run our country 
will make an effort to correct this situa- 
tion. 


I would say that the two gravest evils 
which now bedevil our once great sys- 
tem are the income tax and the Su- 
preme Court as at present stacked.

It tells us a good 
deal about the justices themselves, about 
their past and present records, about 
who and what influences their thinking. 


And in clear, concise words — which 
anybody can understand — it explains 
a whole string of decisions which af- 
fect each and every American. 


These lawless decisions, coming from 
justices deeply infected with socialistic 
ideas are, as Miss Gordon’s subtitle 
states, an “assault on American liber- 
ties.”

The Key Word: Love 


According to Noah Webster, love is 
“a feeling of strong personal attach- 
ment induced by that which delights or 
commands admiration, by sympathetic 
understanding or by ties of kinship; ar- 
dent affection.” 


The Greeks had three verbs which 
they used to express the various shades 
of meaning of love. 


Eran, which denoted the love of de- 
sire; desire not only of man for woman 
but for all kinds of objects worthy to be 
possessed (the love of beauty, of good, 
etc. ) 


This possessive love was the princi- 
pal motive of the normal life (love of 
the virtues), the artistic life (love of 
beauty), the philosophic life (love of 
life eternal, of immortality, etc.), in the 
Greek-Roman world. 


Philein (which has given “philanth- 
ropy” to our language) denotes the un- 
selfish love which cares for a man, a 
friend, a native land, and so on. 


Greek thought chiefly points it out 
among superior people, in whom the 
will and nobility of heart have mastered 
human passions. 


Agapan, much less frequent and 
much less colorful, was employed in 
the two senses given above with a pre- 
ference for the latter. 


It is a significant fact that it is this 
last verb which the translators of the

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Old Testament into Greek preferred 
most often to translate the correspond- 
ing Hebrew word, and from the Old 
Testament this Greek word passed into 
early Christian language and was spread 
throughout the Greek-Roman world by 
the New Testament. Perhaps no other 
Greek term owed so much to early 
Christianity. 


Someone, in endeavoring to define 
love, has said: Patience is love on the 
anvil, bearing blow after blow of suffer- 
ing; 

Zeal is love in the harvest field, never 
tiring of toil; Meekness is love in com- 
pany, when it vaunteth not itself; 


Perseverance is love on a journey, 
pressing on with unflagging step to- 
ward the end; Joy is love making its 
own sunshine, where others see nothing 
but gloom. 


Power is love driving the soul’s char- 
iot wheels over all opposition; Gentle- 
ness is nothing but love in her own 
sweet voice and charming manner. 


The Key Verse: Ephesians 6:4 


“And, ye fathers, provoke not your 
children to wrath: but bring them up in 
the nurture and admonition of the 


Lord.” 


Paul had a sensitive sympathy with 
the wrongs which children sometimes 
suffer, and a strong sense of their 
claims to consideration. 


Children are to “obey” and to “hon- 
our” even unreasonable, capricious and 
unjust parents; but it is the duty of 
parents not to be unreasonable, capri- 
cious or unjust. 


Parents are sometimes wanting in 
courtesy to children as well as children 
to parents, speak to them roughly, vio- 
lently, insultingly — and so inflict pain- 
ful wounds on their self-respect. 
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limited. 
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The terms translated, “nurture and 
admonition,” were very familiar words 
to the Greeks. 


They were proud of their system of 
education and, viewed from a moral 
point, they had reason to be so; Their 
plans were admirably constituted for 
the development of the body, the cul- 
ture of intellect, and the refining of the 
aristocratic taste in society. 


But between man and God was the 
greatest deficiency: the vital deficiency 
was that which is supplied here by the 
apostle when he used these words, and 
said, “In the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord;” for it is Christianity alone 
which touches the mainspring of our 
nature, which brings all its parts into 
harmony with themselves, and restores, 
as a whole, man to the friendship and 
communion of God. 


The Key Fact: Parenthood is a Sa- 
cred Responsibility 


Family life has its origin with God. 
A more sacred position than that of fa- 
ther or mother it is impossible to oc- 
cupy. And this because the highest re- 
velation of God presents Him to us as a 
Parent. 


He is the Father of men. In every 
family, therefore, where love abounds 
and holy authority rules, there is a re- 
flection of God. 


Then, further, according to a law of 
our Maker, children are a gift. They 
are budding men and women. 


As parents, we exert a powerful in- 
fluence. This can hardly be exaggerat- 
ed, especially in the formative years of 


childhood. 


They are always learning from us, 
and being influenced by us. We can do 
nothing and say nothing but what 
leaves some kind of an impression upon 
their young characters. 


We are their books, and they study 
us with keenest eyes, and reproduce us 
with a ludicrous accuracy.

The Key Word: Neighbor 


The foundation of community life is 
neighborliness — the practice of it. It 
requires practice to make and maintain 
a neighborhood, in the truest sense. 


Without sharing, without the practice 
of neighborliness, no community can 
long exist. 


In Luke 10:25-37 is found the parable 
which is familiarly known as “the good 
Samaritan.” It might with equal propri- 
ety be entitled, “How to Be a Neigh- 
bor.” 

We are often told that a neighbor is 
one who helps in times of need. Now we 
must be careful not to limit the meaning 
of the word “need” to the physical. 


There are physical needs, that is true; 
but man also has intellectual and spiri- 
tual needs. A neighbor may be one who 
ministers in any or all of the areas of a 
man’s life. 


A Christian neighbor does more than 
minister to the needs of his friends; he 
has compassion upon his enemies as 
well. This is the command of Jesus, as 
well as His example. 


The truest neighbor of all is the Chris- 
tian who not only helps to supply the 
physical needs of those about him, but 
also tells the story of God’s love and 
salvation through Jesus. (See Romans 


12:20 and Romans 13:8-10.) 


The Key Verse: James 2:8 


“If ye fulfil the royal law according 
to the scripture, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself, ye do well.” 


You will observe that love to one’s 
neighbor is likened to love to God. Let 
us try, then, to get at the principle on 
which love to God must rest, and this 
will be the principle of love to our 
neighbor. 


Why should we love God with heart, 
mind, soul and strength? It is because 
in God man finds the ideals which are 
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the prototypes of all that is noble in 
himself, and which therefore he must 
love if he would be true to his own bet- 
ter nature and higher destiny. 


And the obligation of man to love his 
neighbor as himself lies in the fact that 
it is in his neighbor that man gets his 
clearest revelation of God — more clear- 
ly than any revelation in words or 
works. 


To see Christian men and women at 
their best; to turn toward them the best 
side of our nature; to abjure pride; to 
banish self-seeking and selfishness; to 
follow, if only for an hour, lofty ideals; 


To enjoy the bright flashes of wit, 
the sustained delight of high converse; 
to think, not of self, but of others; and 
to lose one’s self in gracious ministry 
to others — this of itself ought to be an 
educating, ennobling employment which 
would train men for ideal pursuits, 
both here and hereafter. 


The principle of the Cross underlies 
all good manners. Self-denial, self-con- 
trol, self-sacrifice, the very essence of 
Christianity, are actually put into prac- 
tice in the behavior of good society.

The Key Word: Free 


America has long been known as 
“the land of the free and the home of 
the brave.” It is rather difficult for us 
to think of people living in countries 
where the freedoms we enjoy are denied 
the citizens. 


“Life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness” — these we hold to be the “in- 
alienable” rights of every man. 


Our nation is founded upon the guar- 
antee of these rights to each citizen. 
Life is protected, liberty assured, and 
the pursuit of happiness open to every 
man. 


Choice of companion, occupation, 
avocation, place of residence, and re- 
ligion may be made freely without in- 
terference from the government. These 
are our rights, as guaranteed under the 
Constitution. 


The four freedoms (which were a 
by-word during the Second World 
War) — freedom from want, freedom 
from fear, freedom of speech and free- 
dom of religion — are involved in “life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness,” 
especially in the latter. 


Hungry, needy people are not happy 
people; fear drives out peace‘and con- 
tentment; restricted speech is a step to- 
ward the withdrawal of all liberties; 
and banning of, or coercion in, religion 
is the climax of tyranny. 


Freedom, not slavery, must be the 
heritage our children receive from us. 


The Bible goes beyond political, eco- 
nomic and social freedom, important as 
they are to the individual ... and takes 
one back to the freedom of the soul. 


The source of Christian freedom is 
Jesus Christ and His Word, as given us 
in the Bible, for Jesus said: “If ye con- 
tinue in my word ... ye shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall make you 
free.” Like the poet, the Christian can 
repeat, “Stone walls do not a prison 
make” if I “in my soul am free.” 








The Key Verse: Galatians 5:1 


“Stand fast therefore in the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made us free, 
and be not entangled again with the 
yoke of bondage.” 


When a man is in slavery he is not 
his own master; he acts and lives under 
the direction of others, and the respon- 
sibility of life is in a greater or less 
degree shifted from him on to someone 
else. 


When a man becomes free, he assum- 
es ihe duties of life, and recognizes that 
it rests only with himself whether those 
duties are performed or not. 


And so man, living under the Chris- 
tian covenant stands in a direct person- 
al relation to God, a relation of trust. 


Gifted with freewill, he is answerable 
for his conduct; subjected no longer to 
the ordinances of the Mosaic Law, he 
claims the liberty of the Gospel; but he 
dares not forget that there still is a law 
limiting and controlling the freedom 
which he enjoys, and that every ac- 
tion of his carries responsibility with it. 


The spirit, not the letter, of Sinai is 
met with again in the Sermon on the 
Mount. All Christian duties are sum- 
med up there and enforced with the au- 
thority of One who taught not as the 
scribes and Pharisees, and who spake 
as never man spake. 


The Key Fact: The Christian Should 
be Steadfast 


Standing on the shore of an estuary, 
one sees a boat riding in the tideway, 
when seaweed and other things float by, 
over the self-same spot; and whether 
the tide ebbs or flows, whether it steals 
quietly in or comes on with the rush 
and roar of foaming billows, the boat 
always boldly shows its face to it; and 
turning its head to the current receives 
on its bows, to split them, the shock of 
waves. 


This, which to a child would seem 
strange, is due to the anchor that lies 
below the waters and, grasping the so- 
lid ground with its iron arms, holds 
fast the boat. 


It seems no less wonderful to see a 
tree — no sturdy oak, but slender birch, 
or aspen — standing erect away up on 
a mountain brow; where, exposed to 
the sweep of every storm, it has gallant- 
ly maintained its ground against the 
tempests that have laid in the dust the 
stateliest ornaments of the plain. 





But our wonder ceases as soon as We 
climb the height, and see wherein its 
great strength lies; how it has struck 
its roots down into the mountain, and 
wrapped them with many a strong twist 
and turn round and round the rock!

The Key Word: Good 


Good citizenship is the vital concern 
of everyone, for we are all citizens. 
That which affects us affects the nation, 
and that which affects the nation affects 
us. Good citizens, as well as good rul- 
ers, are necessary for our government 
to function at its best. 


Every citizen needs to be familiar 
with the work of his government. He 
should know the rights, privileges and 
duties which are his, and the rights, 
privileges and duties of others. Only in 
this way can he take his proper place in 
the governmental community. 


A good citizen must be constantly 
aware of the dangers which threaten the 
peace, unity and progress of the nation, 
and how best to use his power to coun- 
teract them. 


He should know the qualifications of 
office seekers, especially their moral 
character; for without moral integrity, 
no man is truly qualified to hold office. 


A good citizen has the right attitude 
— respect for authority and the desire 
to further good government. 


The laws were made for him as well 
as others. He asks no favors, seeks no 
immunity, yields obedience, sanctions 
no respect of persons in the adminis- 
tration of justice. 


But if there is to be respect for au- 
thority, that authority must be respect- 
able. Incompetent, corrupt leaders will 
make respect impossible. 


God expects those in positions of 
leadership to be beyond _ reproach, 
above bribery, sincere, seeking to serve. 


A good citizen is active, exercising 
his privileges and accepting his respon- 
sibilities under the government. 


Some would have Christians remain 
aloof from every contact with political 
matters, accepting no responsibility in 
government. But we must not forget 
that God sanctioned government. 
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The Key Verse: Romans 13:1 


“Let every soul be subject unto the 
higher powers. For there is no power 
but of God: the powers that be are or- 
dained of God.” 


This injunction is given to “every 
soul.” And with regard to its extent, 
Peter says, “Submit yourselves to every 
ordinance of man.” 


If anything, indeed, were enjoined on 
us inconsistent with God’s will, “we are 
to obey God rather than man,” as did 
the three Hebrew youths, Daniel and 
Peter. 


When, however, they are not at vari- 
ance with the law of God, the Scrip- 
tures expressly enjoin an unreserved 
obedience. 


Expenses must be incurred, both in 
carrying on affairs and in supporting 
the dignity and remunerating the labors 
of the officers of state. 


Hence there must be taxes, “tribute” 
and “custom.” Therefore all shrinking 
from bearing our proportional weight 
of the public burdens is not only against 
tgs of the land, but the Word of 

od. 


The government is made for the peo- 
ple, and not the people for the govern- 
ment. 

To the masses it matters little what 
form of government obtains, but it mat- 
ters much indeed whether the govern- 
ment rules according to wise or unwise 
principles. 


The Key Fact: The Christian is Sub- 
ject to Civil Authority 


Our notions about public duty are 
low altogether, because we often look 
upon civil society either as a matter 
of mutual convenience only between 
man and man, or else as an injustice 
and encroachment made by the rich 
and powerful on the rights and welfare 
of others. 


But as Christ has ennobled and sanc- 
tified the dearest of our domestic rela- 
tions, that of marriage, by comparing 
it to the tender and affectionate care 
with which He watches over those who 
are united in one body to Him as the 
Head, so are our public relations raised 
by being equally connected with the 
service of our Lord. 


Laws and governments are His ordi- 
nances, just as marriage is His ordin- 
ance, or the relations between parents 
and their children. 


Laws are entitled to our obedience, 
not only for wrath, but also for con- 
science’ sake; that is, not only because 
we may incur a penalty if we disobey 
them, but because, whether we do or no, 
we are certainly, by disobeying them, 
doing that which is displeasing in the 
sight of God.

BECOMING A LOT— 
LANTLE BY TATTLE 


REV. OVID M. HEPLER

“Thus were both the daughters of 
Lot with child by their father.” Genesis 
19:36. 


N THE tragic words of the Scripture 

quoted above, an account of drunk- 
enness and incest, ends the record of 
the life of Lot, the nephew of Abraham. 
The picture is one of ruin and a wasted 
life. 


A mere glance might well convince 
one that this man was a great sinner, 
one who had never known the Lord and 
could look forward only to an everlast- 
ing hell. 


But such is not the case and it would 
be well for every child of God to con- 
sider how this man arrived at his final 
destination, drunk and compromised by 
his own daughters. 


Lot a Saved Man 


First, let us establish that Lot was a 
saved man, a believer in the God of 


Abraham. 


Peter in his epistle clearly states the 
fact: “And delivered just Lot, vexed 
with the filthy conversation of the wick- 
ed: (For that righteous man dwelling 
among them, in seeing and _ hearing, 
vexed his righteous soul from day to 
day with their unlawful deeds).” (II 
Peter 2:7-8) 


The descendants of Lot, though born 
of this incestuous relationship, were 
granted an inheritance in the land by 
God under the Mosaic Law (Deuteron- 
omy 2:9,19). Divine help to them is 
praised in Psalm 83:8. How then did 
Lot become the miserable, sinning saint 
of our text? Little by little! 


The eleventh chapter of Genesis gives 
the ancestry of Abraham, the father of 
the faithful, descendant of Shem, the 
blessed of God. However, it is likewise 
the lineage of Lot, also a Semite, and 





as much a Hebrew as his Uncle Abra- 
ham. 


Lot was in the blood line of promise. 
With the death of his father and grand- 
father he became the ward of Abraham 
and dwelt with this near kinsman. Be- 
cause Abraham was without an heir, it 
appeared for a time that possibly Lot 
would inherit the promise. He followed 
close by his Uncle to the land of prom- 
ise and shared in the blessings of Abra- 
ham’s obedience. He enjoyed a favored 
position next to the man of faith and 
without doubt knew God and His prom- 
ise to Abraham and believed it. God 
blessed Lot and he followed Him ... 


for a time. 


Little by Little 


Keep in mind, please, that what was 
true of Lot can be true of any Chris- 
tian. Backsliding can come as a result 
of either severe trial or extreme bless- 
ing. Unless we are careful to maintain 
a close walk with the Lord, we too can 
become a Lot, little by little. 


Lot’s first test came when he was sep- 
arated from Abraham and let his eyes 
deceive him into choosing the well- 
watered plain of Jordan and pitching 
his tent toward the sinful city of Sodom 
(Genesis 13:10-14). Lot thus made the 
first step downward by lusting for the 
material and choosing his portion from 
among those of the world. 


The next time we see Lot (Genesis 
14:12) he has become a part of the 
wicked city and as a result is taken cap- 
tive with the other inhabitants. 


So it is with any believer who choos- 
es to dwell among sinners. He is soon 
as much a captive as they are. Little by 
little Lot is sinking farther into the 
quagmire of sin. Rescued by faithful 
Abraham and afforded a second chance, 
Lot again fails and returns to the cities 
of unspeakable iniquity. 
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Chapter nineteen of Genesis conclud- 
es the story of Lot and the little faults 
that brought about his downfall. He is 
pictured as sitting in the gate of the city 
(scholars tell us that this is evidence 
that Lot was one of the elders or rulers 
of the metropolis). He is now complete- 
ly engrossed in the life of Sodom, iden- 
tified as one with the men of the city. 
The name Lot means veiled, perhaps 
significant of the fact that the testimony 
of Lot was completely hidden. 


Judgment Falls 


God in His mercy sends His angels 
to deliver Lot before judgment falls. 
The men of the city, Lot’s companions, 
with whom he vexed his soul day by 
day, attempt to perpetrate the sin 
which has taken the name of that wick- 
ed city, upon these heavenly messengers. 


What is the answer of Lot in the 
crisis? He offers to compromise his own 
virgin daughters to the lusting mob. 
It is no great wonder then that they 
later prostitute themselves unto him 
without either shame or remorse. Little 
by little the web of wickedness is woven. 


The testimony of Lot is gone. He 
has lost the confidence and respect of 
his family and the city. His sons-in-law 
laugh at his warning, spoken in the 
name of the Lord. He lingers in Sodom 
and, with his wife and daughters, is 
literally dragged from the place where 
he had become so rooted. 


Even in this merciful escape Lot was 
not satisfied to obey God and follow in 
His way. God would have had him go 
back to the heights that he forsook for 
Sodom (Genesis 19:17-19). But Lot ar- 
gued for the life of the city — “just a 
little one.” 


How like some Christians who cling 
to the little sins and become a Lot, little 


by little. 


A Lost Testimony 


This then is the series of events that 
led to the disgraceful end of Lot. Luke 
17:32 says “Remember Lot’s wife.” To 
remember Lot’s wife we must first re- 
member Lot! He was responsible for 
his wife and his children. He was the 
spiritual leader of the family. Had he 
maintained a high, holy life, the words 
of our text could never have been pen- 
ned. Lot was saved, yes, but miserable, 
and no testimony for the Lord. 


_It is possible to become another Lot, 
little by little, and we should consider 
this example like that of other Old Tes- 
tament Scriptures, that we be not guilty 
of similar sins that will destroy us spir- 
itually. 


“Now all these things happened unto 
them for ensamples: and they are writ- 
ten for our admonition, upon whom 
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the ends of the world are come. Where- 
fore let him that thinketh he standeth 
take heed lest he fall. There hath no 
temptation taken you but such as is 
common to man: but God is faithful, 


who will not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able; but will with 
the temptation also make a way to es- 
cape, that ye may be able to bear it.” 
I Corinthians 10:11-13.
